HISTORICAL OUTLINE PRESENTED. 


T h e I.a rg e e l A tte n d a n c e o f a n y S ta te 


N o rm a l S c h o o l—T h e S e v e ra l 
B o a r d s o f T r u s te e s , t h e 


F a c u ltie s , E tc . 


No branch of a Shite G overnm ent is of 
m ore iuqKirumcc in a general o r practical 
point of view than th a t of h er schools. It is 
adm itted by all w riters th a t the future pro­ 
gress and stability of our political in stitu ­ 
tions depend very greatly on th e intel ligence 
of th e people. Back of this in tellectual con­ 
dition, w ith fostering irare, stand th e public 
school-rooins, th e N orm al Schools and the 
S tate U niversity. 
I t is our purpoes here 
to consider th e N orm al Schools only, ¡is 
th e S tate w ith a beneficent h an d has en­ 
dowed these liberally, on th e presum ption 
th at through them will come a degree of 
practical scholarly attainm ent, and a pro­ 
ficiency in school-room work calculated to 
better the condition of th e public school 
system. 
It is to th e credit of th e far­ 
sightedness of th e early legislators of thc- 
Htate th a t norm al train in g was considered 
a necessary adjunct, even in th e beginning 
of our school system. 


F I K.ST N O R M A L SC H O O L IN S T IT U T E D . 
T his is 'mide apparent in th e fact th a t 
he L egislature m ade an appropriation 
and established a Norm al School in San 
Francisco in 
1862. 
T h e school opened 
Ju ly 
23, 
1362, 
w ith 
an 
enrollm ent 
of only six pupils. B ut th is was th e germ, 
the nucleus from w hich was to spring an 
in stitution of im posing inti llcctual signif­ 
icance. 
In 1S71, th e school was rem oved to San 
Jose, and from Ju n e 14th of th a t year until 
Ju ly , 1872, rooms provided by th e City 
Board of Education were used. 
On the 
last-nam ed date th e pupils and faculty o c ­ 
cupied th e N orm al School building, in 
w hich rooms had been prepared sufficient 
for im m ediate use. 
T he building was com­ 
pleted in th e sum m er of 1876. 


.SCHOOL BURNED OUT. 
On th e night of th e 10th o f F ebruary, 
1880, the N orm al School building was 
burned to th e ground, and nearly all of 
th e costly and elegant apparatus, a ll the 
reference library, m ost of th e m aps, charts 
and other appliance- were destroyed. The 
cabinet ana museum, and the extensive 
herbarium , th e rc.-nlt of y e a r s of patient 
labor in collecting and arranging, were en­ 
tirely lost, together w ith the valuable sci­ 
entific works w hich had been gathered to- 
g ath er as adjuncts to th e collections. 
T he 
general library and a very sm all portion 
of th e furniture were saved (rom destruo- 
tilHL 
N otw ithstanding this fearful disaster, 
th e school was continued w ith onlv one 
day’s interruption. 
T he use of th e Ilig h 
School building was 
generously 
and 
prom ptly tendered by the C ity Board of 
E ducation, and it was at once vacated by 
th e city schools, and occupied by th e N or­ 
mal School. 


N E W IlU tL D tN G P R O V ID E D . 
In the course of one year th e new b uild­ 
ing was completed at a total cost of Sl-18,- 
936 95. 
T he 1 -egislature had appropri­ 
ated 8150,000 for the purpose, and th e bal­ 
ance, ?1,003 95, was returned to th e State 
Treasury. 
T his Norm al School building is located 
in W ashington Square, a tra it of land 
covering six blocks, in one of the most 
beautiful and attractive portions of th at 
delightful city. 
T he building, a cut of 
w hich accompanies this article, is a fine 
structure, adm irably adapted to its p u r­ 
pose, and reflects credit upon th e city in 
w hich it is 1 >eated and upon th e State. 
T he new edifice is of brick, w ith stone sills 
and lintels, and covers an area of between 
4,000 and 5,000 superficial feet m ore than 
th e form er building—the enlargem ent being 
in th e wings. 
It has a frontage of 236 feet 
5 inches, facing the west, and a depth of 
175 feet.

TEACHERS AND TRAINING SCHOOL. 
A wise provision adopted concerning 
th e F acu lty is th at, when once elected, the 
teacher rew ins his situation so long as de­ 
sired, unless dismissed for cause. 
Thus 
each instructor is inspired to m ake con­ 
stant efforts to qualify him self for th e 
duties of a situation, the retention of 
w hich depends on his undivided efforts. 
T here is connected w ith th is school a 
train in g departm ent, in w hich th e design 
is to ex h ib it th e best m ethods of instruc­ 
tion, and in w hich th e pupils a re required 
to teach d uring tb e ir senior year, thus ex ­ 
em plifying th eir ability to govern a class 
and fitness to take charge of a prim ary or 
gram m ar school before they are graduated. 
EXI EI.S IN NUMBERS3 ALL STATE NORMAL 
SCHOOLS. 
Principal A llen, in his report, says of 
foe San Jose N orm al S chool:

T he changes in th e course of study, 
particularly advancing the grade for ad­ 
mission, will doubtless reduce th e num ber 
of pupils for th e next year or tw o ; closing 
the Preparatory Class will contribute to the 
sam e result. 
T he additional interest in 
norm al instruction, and th e increasing de­ 
m and for trained teachers will, however, 
keep th e attendance pretty nearly w hat it 
has been in previous years. 
T he liberal provisions made for suply- 
ing the school w ith additional illu strativ e 
apparatus will m ake the work of th e com­ 
ing year easier and more efficient, and some 
good practical results are anticipated from 
th e establishm ent even of a small m echan­ 
ical departm ent. 
T he appropriation 
of one 
thousand 
dollars a year for the library will enable 
us to add greatly to th e cuitare already 
placed w ithin th e reach of our pupils. 
It 
is a gratifying fact th at the library is be­ 
com ing a m ore and m ore iuqm rtant fea­ 
ture in th e school, and its influence is be­ 
ing felt in th e work of every class. 
It is 
no sm all part of th e equipm ent of a young 
teacher th a t he ha- formed even a casual 
acquaintance w ith a library of well se­ 
lected books. 
The two classes graduated during the 
year—one, num bering forty-five, in De­ 
cem ber; and one, m m iliering fifty-three, in 
M ay—go out as the first com plete rosult 
of the chauges made in our course of 
study. 
Tfie 
additional 
work 
done 
in the 
T raining D epartm ent has made them , in 
one seme, experienced teachers. 
Five 
m onths’ observation, for which the pupil 
is held 
strictly responsible, and 
five 
m onths’ actual practice under judicious 
and searching criticism , are w orth more to 
the em bryo teacher in th e way of experi­ 
ence th an years of practice w ithout super­ 
vision. 
T he question constantly arises, ‘‘W here 
are vour graJuates to find places ? 
T he 
¡state is already overcrowded w itli teach­ 
ers.” 
T his question implies, if it does not 
assert, th a t th e N orm al Schools are send­ 
ing out too m any teachers. 
For th e surplus teachers, if such a sur­ 
plus exists, th e N orm al Schools are not 
responsible. T he largest classes graduated 
do not furnish two teachers jier year to a 
county, and th is would hardly m ake good 
the death rate, to say nothing of m arriages 
and other accidents. 
T here are two other 
sources w hich furnish a large num ber of 
teachers. 
T here is a constant influx of teachers 
from the East, draw n here by your charm ­ 
ing clim ate, or more often by th e higher 
salaries paid here. 
But th e most prolific 
source is the sem i-annual county exam i­ 
nation. 
W ith from four to tw enty teaeh- 
e-s licensed at each exam ination, it is not 
strange th at the ranks are overcrowded. 
These candidates are usually prepared 
for th e exam ination in gram m ar or high 
school.-, and sometimes in so-called norm al 
classes. 
T h eir preparation is likely to be 
for an exam ination ra th e r than for teach­ 
ing; Imt being at or near th eir homes they 
secure positions, and often till them to the 
satisfaction of the patrons. 
A lthough this state of things may seem 
to work a tem porary evil (by tru stin g the 
education of children to untrained teach­ 
ers), it is an evil th at will, in the end, 
remedy itself by w orking out the problem 
of th e “ survival of the fittest.” 
People 
are already beginningto find the difierenee 
between trained and untrained teachers; 
and as this difierenee becomes m ore appa­ 
rent, train ed teachers will lie moro and 
m ore in dem and. 


LOS ANGELES NORMAL SCHOOL 
In 1881 the Legislature considered the 
petition of th e people from th e southern 
p art of the .State in a favorable light, and 
m ade an appropriation of 850,000 for the 
construction of a suitable school building. 
T he citizens of Los Angeles made a liberal 
donation of grounds, and in due tim e th e 
school was in progress, w ith Professor Ira 
M oore as P rincipal. 
U ntil the spring of 
1887 this school was known as a branch of 
the San Jose N orm al School, being gov­ 
erned 
by th e -.ame Board of Trustees. 
T his system of m anagem ent was found not 
lo work in the interest of tin- 
bool, and 
by action of th e L eglisature ia-t w inter a 
separate m anagem ent was provided, except 
th a t th e G overnor and Sup : ¡utendent of 
P ublic Instruction are ex o.li.iu members 
of each Board of Trustees. 


TRUSTEES AND FAi I LTV. 
U nder th is new law th e G overnor re­ 
cently m ade the following appointm ents 
of T rustees for this State N orm al S chool; 
Byron 
W aters, Sail B ernardino; C lara 
Foltz, San 
D iego; 
H on. 
S tephen M. 
W hite, G eorge IT. Sm ith, O. W. Childs, 
Los Angeles. 
T he F aculty is composed of the follow­ 
ing experienced 
teachers:

Dozier, H arriet E . D unn, Sarah P. Monk,

T he school at once became a prom inent 
scholastic institution, and has continued to 
grow in favor w ith th e people of Southern 
C alifornia, until th e enrollm ent during the 
last term aggregated more th an 250. 
The 
location is enough to assure it an era of 
prosperity scarcely second to th a t which 
th e San Jose school enjoys. 
W e give an 
adm irable cut of th e sciiool building in 
th is issue. 


NORTHERN CALIFORNIA NORMAL SCHOOL. 
A desire to advance th e public welfare 
and to do justice to th e N orth as well as 
th e C entral and Southern parts of this 
great State, induced the L egislature at its 
last session to m ake an appropriation of 
$50,000 for the in stitution of a third N or­ 
mal School and the construction of a build­ 
ing therefor, to lie located, as was after­ 
wards decided, in th e beautiful town of 
Chico, B utte county. 
T he prelim inary 
steps have been taken, and before another 
year th is institution w ill be a strong can­ 
d idate tor public favor. 
T he sphere of 
usefulness liefore it 
is great, and w ith 
proper organization and m anagem ent will 
prove a wonderful addition to our school 
system in th e northern ]K>rtion of the 
State? 
R ecently the G overnor appointed 
th e following as its Board of Trustees, all 
of whom reside in Chico, viz: J . W. P.. 
M ontgom ery, H on. Jo h n Bidwell, L. II. 
M cIntosh, A. H . Crew, and F. C. Lusk, 
who have th e m anagem ent and organiza­ 
tion of the school in th eir hands. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS OF LAW. 
T he [lowers and duties of each Board 
of Trustees are as follows : 
F irst—To elect a Secretary, who shall 
receive such salary, not to exceed 8150 
per annum , as m ay be allowed by the 
Board. 
Second— To prescribe rules for th eir own 
governm ent and the governm ent of the 
school. 
T h ird —To prescribe rules for the re[>orts 
of officers and teachers of th e school, and 
for visiting other schools and institutes. 
F o u rth —To provide for th e purchase of 
school apparatus, furniture, stationery and 
text-liooks for th e use of th e pupils. ’ 
I'ifth — To establish and m aintain train ­ 
ing or model schools, and require th e pu­ 
pils of the Norm al School to teach and in ­ 
struct classes therein. 
S ix th — To elect a P rincipal and other 
necessary teachers, fix th e ir salaries and 
prescribe th eir duties. 
_ Seventh—To issue diplom as of gradua­ 
tion upon the recom m endation of the 
F acu lty of the school. 
E ig h th —To 
control and expend all 
moneys appropriated for th e support and 
m aintenance of the school, and all m oney 
received from tuition or from donation 
In no event shall moneys appropriated for 
th e support of the school, or received from 
tuition or donations, be paid or used for 
com pensation or traveling expenses of the 
Trustees of th e school, except when a t­ 
tending the joint m eetings provided for by 
Section 4,492 o f th e Political Code of the 
State of California, and each T rustee a t­ 
tending such m eetings shall receive th e i 


name m ileage as is allowed by law to m em ­ 
bers of th e Legislature, for not m ore than 
two m eetings in each school year. 
N in th —To cause a record of all th eir 
proceedings to lie kept, w hich shall Ik- 
opon to public inspection at tb e school. 
T en th — To keep, open to public inspec­ 
tion, an account of receipts and expendi­ 
tures. 
E leventh—To annually report to tbe 
G overnor a statem ent of all th eir trans­ 
action-, anil of all m atters pertaining to 
th e school. 
Tw elfth—To tran sm it w ith such report 
a copy of the principal teacher’s annual 
report. 
T h irteen th —-To revoke any diplom a by 
them granted, on receiving satisfactory 
evidence th at th e holder thereof is ad­ 
dicted to drunkenness, is guilty of gross 
im m orality, or is reputedly dishonest in 
his d ealin g s; prowled, th a t such person 
shall have at least th irty days’ previous 
notice of such contem plated action, and 
shall, if he asks it, be heard in his own de­ 
fense. 
Each Board of Trustees m ust hold two 
regular m eetings in each year, and may 
hold special m eetings, at th e call of th e 
Secretary, when directed by th e C hairm an. 
T he P rincipal of each State N orm al 
School m ust m ake a detailed annual report 
to the Board of Trustees, w ith a catalogue 
of the pupils, and such other particulars as 
th e Board may require or he m ay th in k 
useful. 
H e m ust also attend County Institutes, 
and lecture before them on subjects relat­ 
ing to publio schools and the profession of 
teaching. 
T he Board of Trustees of each State 
Norm al School, upon the recom mendation 
of the Faculty, m ay issue to those pupils 
who w orthily com plete the full course of 
study and training prescribed, a diplom a 
of graduation. 
To each pupil receiving 
this diplom a, and tiiereafter teaching suc­ 
cessfully in th e public schools of this State 
for three years, and to each pupil who 
w orthily completes the 
post 
graduate 
course, th e State Board of Education shall 
grant an educational diplom a. 
CONDITIONS OF ADMISSION, 
PROMOTION 
AND GRADUATION. 
F or admission to th e Ju n io r Class, the 
follow ing qualifications are requisite: 
1. A ge—Sixteen years. 
2. Certificates— X valid certificate 
of 
any county or city in th is State. 
3. A diplom a of graduation from some 
Public G ram m ar or H igh School in the 
State. 
Those w anting the last two qualifications 
can be adm itted only on exam ination, and 
none will lie adm itted to th e exam ination 
who have not completed th e G ram m ar 
School course as prescribed in tho counties 
of the State, or a course of study equivalent 
thereto. 
l’upils holding the G ram m ar 
School diplom a are entitled to admission 
to th e Ju n io r Class w ithout exam ination. 
C andidates for admission to 
advanced 
classes are exam ined in all th e studies of 
the preceding classes. 
It w ill be observed th at the diplom as 
specified are those issued by the Boards of 
Education to students 
com pleting the 
County G ram m ar School course. 
In the 
large towns and cities of the'State, w here 
II:g h Schools exist, th e G ram m ar School 
course is not so extensive. 
T he fai t has been dem onstrated th at the 
graduates of the County G ram m ar Schools 
can do m ast of the work in th e Ju n io r year 
in aliout one u rin . 
T he grade of admis­ 
sion lias therefore been raised, so th a t none 
will be adm itted on exam ination who can­ 
not, in th e opinion of th e Faculty, do th e 
work of the advanced Ju n io r Class. 
Those expecting to enter any class in the 
school should exam ine carefully th e “ Con­ 
ditions of admission,” and th e “A dvice to 
those who cuter th e school,” and they 
m ust not exjiect to n ite r until they are 
prepared to m eet all requirem ents. 
P upils m ay enter any course for which 
they are qualified, but a great advantage 
will be derived from taking th e full ele­ 
m entary course, to secure th at thorough­ 
ness of d rill necessary lo the skillful 
teacher. 
A ll pupils ar e exam ined frequently, and 
if they show eith er incapacity or unw illing­ 
ness to do the required work, are assigned 
to lower classes, or excused from attend­ 
ance. 
None are adm itted to the Senior Class 
under seventeen years of age, and candi­ 
dates for admission to th is class will lie ex­ 
am ined in m ethods of teaching elem entary 
sahjects. 
By a resolution of the Board, adopted 
May 15, 1883, pupils w ill hereafter be ad­ 
m itted only at the beginning of th e term s 
of schools. 
T he F acu lty have, however, 
power to suspend th is rule in cases which, 
for good and sufficient reasons, they may 
consider exceptional. 
N one are, under 
any circumstances, adm itted to th e Senior 
Class after th e first exam ination each term , 
as none are graduated who have not been 
one year in attendance a t th e school. 
A pplicants for admission are required to 
m ake and sign th e following declaration: 
“ I hereby declare th a t m y purpose in en­ 
terin g th e school is to fit m yself for teach­ 
ing, and th a t I intend to teach in th e pub­ 
lic schools of C alifornia 
and to m ake a 
deposit of five dollars, w hich will lie re­ 
funded when they leave, if clear on the 
hooks of th e L ibrarian, and if there are no 
charges for 
injury to reference hooks, 
building or furniture. 
As th e P reparatory Class, so long con­ 
n -tei w ith the school, has been abol­ 
ished, no provision can be m ade for those 
who show them selves not qualified to en­ 
ter the Ju n io r Class. A few of th e younger 
applicants may find seats in the M odel 
Cla.-s, but candidates for admission will do 
well to he quite sure th a t they are q u ali­ 
fied lx-fore incurring the expense of com­ 
ing here. 
Pupils com pleting the course of study, 
training, and practice prescribed by the 
Board, to th e satisfaction of the Faculty, 
will receive a diplom a, upon w hich County 
and C ity Boards of Education are au th o r­ 
ized to issue first grade certeticatcs. 
In 
m ost counties of th is State, and in all the 
counties of N evada and Oregon, this is 
done. 
T his certificate is perpetual, and 
requires only th e requisite experience to 
en title th e holder to an educational or life 
diplom a. 
By a resolution of th e Board, adopted 
A pril 25, 1884, provision was m ade for 
honorary prom otion. 
T he action of the 
Board was as follows: 
“ P upils entering any class w ithout con­ 
ditions, eith er on exam ination or by pro­ 
motion, who show in all th eir studies ex ­ 
cellent scholarship, shall be entitled to and 
receive honorary promotion. 
T his prom o­ 
tion shall be for acknowledged aud ob­ 
vious good scholarship, and not be ex­ 
pressed in figures denoting a grading. 
“ New pupils entering w ith not to ex ­ 
ceed two conditions, who fully remove the 
conditions w ithin ten weeks of th e ir ad­ 
mission, m ay also earn honorary prom otion. 
“ Any irregularity of deportm ent, iu- 
curring th e censure of th e Faculty, shall 
exclude th e pupil from th e honorary grade 
for th a t term .” 
P upils irom any class, fully prom oted to 
the n ext advanced class, will receive a pro­ 
motion card, signed by th e Principal. 
T his w ill adm it them to the advanced 
class if presented the first day of any term . 
Conditioned pupils w ill also receive a 
card, signed by th e class teacher, show ing 
in w hat subjects they are conditioned. 
T hey can be adm itted' to more advanced 
classes only on rem oving th e conditions. 
I t is hoped th a t parents or guardians will 
lie sufficiently interested in th e advance­ 
m ent of th o » under th eir charge to ex ­ 
am ine these cards and ascertain th e stand­ 
ing attained. 
By a regulation adopted by th e Board 
M ay 9, 1885, no figure» indicating a grade 
in scholarship will appear on diplom as 
conferred after th a t date. 
G raduates, liefore receiving th e ir diplo­ 
mas, are required to sign th e following ob­ 
ligation : 
“ I hereby agree to report to th e P rinci­ 
pal o: th e school from which I graduate, 
at least t* ieg a year for three years ai^er 


my graduation, ami mice a year thereafter, 
so long as I eomiiuie in the profession of 
teaching; and when 1 shall leave the pro­ 
fession I will report the fa. t to him . with 
th e cause therefor. 
A failure to make 
such reports may be considered a sufficient 
cause for the revocation of rnv diploma." 
A s a guide to those preparing to enter 
the school, the following hints are given 
as to w hat will Is- required in the e x a m i n ­ 
ations, in a lew of the subjects upon which 
work is not so uniform as desirable.

C andidates should also lie able to draw a 
fair outline map of N orth and Smith 
A m erica and of California. 


M ID D LE CALKS.

GENERAL SUGGESTIONS, AND A FEW WORDS 
OF ADVICE III THOSE WHO WIST TO

acholar. 
4. I to not lie to anxious to enter ad­ 
vanced classes.

Foi “o.M. August 5th.—State Prison Di­ 
rectors Devlin, Pilcher, 8 on tug and W il­ 
kins cam e up this evening, and it is ru ­ 
m ored will com m ence the investigation of 
prison m anagem ent as to recent alleged 
cruelties tow ards incorrigible prisoners. It 
is unite doubtful, however, as th e tim e 
agreed upon and duly appointed for the 
investigation to com m ence is A ugust 13th, 
and although som e m em bers have desired 
th e date changed, it has not been done, and 
President Hoggs is not here. 
The I!kcori>- 
U nion representative upon the ground has 
tried to ascertain definitely w hat steps to­ 
wards investigation¡w ill be taken to-m or­ 
row, if any, but nothing positive can be 
learned. 
H ere, however, is som ething of 
interest concerning the m anner in which 
incorrigible prisoners 
are 
treated else­ 
w here : 
The following circular letter was sent to 
the Sheriffs of the counties of this State on 
the 29th ult.: 


D e a r S i r : Pending the investigation of the 
charges of cruelty and inhum an treatm ent of 
prisoners which have been m ade against me by 
the San Francisco press, 1 am collecting ex­ 
pressions of opinions from all those whose ex ­ 
perience iu the m anagem ent of prisoners would 
render their views valuable. I particularly de­ 
sire to have your opinion regarding the best 
course of treatm ent to prescribe for refractory 
aud obstinate prisoners, and to know w hat in 
your judgm ent is the proper course to pursue 
with de-pem te convicts, who have assaulted of­ 
ficers or fellow-convicts. Respect fully. 
J ohn McComb, Warden. 
The following replies have so far been 
received : 
Dallas McCord, Sheriff of Kern county, 
Cal., says—“ I know of no better way to 
punish desperate prisoners who assault fel­ 
low convicts or officers th an by solitary 
confinem ent. 
It would certainly be ill- 
advised to leave certain desperate charac­ 
ters where they are a constant danger to 
officers and prisoners, and I consider it the 
duty of a jailor or W arden to protect the 
lives of bis prisoners as be w ould his 
ow n.” 
D. 
II. Osborn, 
Sheriff of M endocino 
county—“ W e have had but few prisoners 
of this k in d ; but with these, after failing 
in gentler m eans, have been compelled to 
rivet hcavyjwrouglit-iron shackles on them , 
and in som e instances, w here they per­ 
sisted in assaulting fellow prisoners, we 
have found it necessary to resort to solitary 
confinem ent in tbe cells for lim ited periods 
of tin.e. 
Jam es Bowie, Sheriff ot T rinity county— 
“ A S la'e Prison is not exactly a reform a­ 
tory institution, and discipline m ust be 
m aintained at all hazards; all transgres­ 
sions of the rules m ust be punished in p-o- 
[mrtion to the offense com m itted; continued 
aud w illful disobedience o f orders should 
subject the culprit to solitary confinem ent 
and bread aud w ater until he becomes 
tractable. 
Ip cases of desperate crim inals 
w ho have assaulted officers, T would place 
them in close confinem ent and keep them 
there, thinking It better th at their health 
should suffer than an honest m an be killed. 
W hen serving in the A rm y of the Potom ac, 
I frequently saw m en severely punished for 
slight infractions o f m ilitary law, and I do 
not belong to that class whoso sickly senti­ 
m entality for the welfare o f the prisoner 
lias done so m uch to perpetuate crime. 
D uring m y official visits to Folsoiu, I have 
exam ined the prison and its m anagem ent 
quite doselv, have seen m uch to [.raise, 
and nothing to condem n. 
W hat prisoners 
have been sent from this county speak 
highly o f their treatm ent.” 
J . M. A nderson. Sheriff’ of E l Dorado 
county — " My opinion is that solitary con­ 
finement and the prisoners carefully looked 
after so that their health should not be 
ruined, would be a proper course of treat­ 
m ent for obstinate and refractory prisoners. 
For desperate convicts who have assaulted 
officers or fellow convicts, I th in k Hie prop­ 
er course to pursue w ith such fellows 
would be solitary confinem ent w ith an op- 
portnuily to work, as such fellows were 
form erly treated ; th at is put in a water 
tank and m ade to ' pum p or drow n.' ” 
Jam es Roney, Sheriff of Solano conntv— 
“ I th in k the treatm ent should depend 
som ewhat on the character, disposition 
and m ental capacity of the prisoner. 
In 
som e cases no doubt close confinem ent, in 
others a fifty-pound beli attached to tbe 
1 eg, with hard labor, would be the proper 
treatm ent, lie should be given to under­ 
stand th at it is w ith reluctance the officer 
inflicts th e punishm ent, but that it is ne­ 
cessary, not only for bis own good, but 
that th e discipline of th e prison m ay be 
m aintained. 
I think the question is as dif­ 
ficult to answ er as w hat is the best course 
to pursue w ith refractory and obstinate 
children, and perhaps the best treatm ent 
in one case would be the proper treatm ent 
iu the other, excepting in the m anner or 
degree ot punishm ent. 
I believe it is bet­ 
ter to say to h im ,‘I am sorry to have to 
punish you,’ than to say, 'It affords me 
pleasure.’ 
No difference w hat punishm ent 
is Inflicted, everything depends on how it 
is done. 
W ith your experience, and tbe 
tim e you have given to the study of the 
question or science of penology, it would 
he presum ptive in me to hope or expect 
th at I could w ith m y lim ited experience 
furnish you w ith any new ideas on the 
subject.” 
M. M. Drew, Sheriff of Sacram ento—” I 
can conceive of no better plan than to 
confine them in a solitary cell u n til such 
tim e as he m ay be w illing to behave, and 
during such confinement. I would feed him 
on very plain food. 
In this way tbe con­ 
vict regulates his own punishm ent. 
All 
rests with the convict him self.” 
George Lord, Sheriff'of Nevada county— 
“ I have found it necessary to confine 
som e prisoners in a dark tank and feed 
them on bread and water, letting them out 
once per day, under guard. 
T his p u nish­ 
m ent has been successful in m y m anage­ 
m ent of the county jail, bu t I can readtlv 
tinderstand th at there m ight be cases that 
would require m ore severe treatm ent, and 
should it be necessary I would no t hesitate 
to inflict such punishm ent as would insure 
obedience to prison rules. 
It is absurd to 
place a m an in charge over crim inals w ith­ 
out the ¡lower to compel order and obedi­ 
ence, aud certainly the person in charge, 
knowiDg all the circum stances, is by lar 
tiie better judge of w hat course to pursue 
than persons could be at a distance. 
I 
don’t believe th at the law ever contem ­ 
plated placing w ardens and prison-keepers 
in charge of crim inals w ithout the power 
to enforce discipline. It should be rem em ­ 
bered th at State Prisons are not filled with 
lam bs of innocence, but w ith a class, the 
m ajority of whom are sh u t up. not w ith 
any hope o í reform ing, but to protect so­ 
ciety from being preved upon.” 
W . E. Hale, Sheriff of A lam eda county— 
“ In m y experience of Sheriff, IU ave found 
close, solitary confinem ent in a dark cell, 
with bread aud water diet, to be the best." 
W . P. Ilarkey, Sheriff of Sutter county— 
“ D uring the twelve years tb at I have been 
Sheriff of Sutter county, I have had to deal 
w ith som e of the worst of crim inals; and 
w hile hum an sym pathy and com m isera­ 
tion enjoins th at a m an, no m atter how 
reckless or insubordinate a prisoner he 
m ay be. should be treated w ith as m uch 
m ildness as [>ossible, cold experience has 
taught m e th at in the w orst cases, w here a 
convict will go to the extent of assault­ 
ing an officer or a fellow convict, no disci­ 
pline can be too rigid, and no punishm ent 
too severe, to keep them in subjection.” 
Jo h n T 
Moxly, Sheriff 
of Siskiyou 
county, writes as follows : “ I do not know 
any rule for the governm ent of prisoners. 
Prisons should be reform atory in tneir cbar- 
acter.but to try and govern those th at are not 
susceptible ot a kindly feeling by kindness 
would be a m istake, and the views of ex­ 
convicts should be of value. 
‘ N othing,’ 
some say, ‘teaches a m an so m uch as to do 
ju3t as he is told, and know that there is a 
force th at will be used upon him if he 
does not.’ 
If a prisoner has a good healthy 


regard for authority inculcated in him , he 
is not troublesom e to m anage.”

The W arden of Folsom prison sent a cir­ 
cular letter on the 221 of July to every 
State Prison and P enitentiary in the U nited 
States, asking for answ ers to 'th e following 
questions: 


1— W h a t is y o u r m o d e o t p u u i s h m t n t fo r p rix- 
o -ic rs w h o w ilt n o t w o r k ? 
■2—What mode for those who assault the of­ 
ficers with intent to kilt v 
3—W hat is your opinion of solitary confine­ 
ment, not as practiced ut your prison, but as 
practiced here, viz.: by confining in one of the 
cells in no way different from ali the others, ex­ 
cept that some of the openings are hooded 
4—Please dercrlbe your solitary cells. 
5—We have a prisoner here, w illiam Smidt, 
under sentence of ten years. He escaped from 
the Fouthern Illinois Penitentiary, at Chester; 
has escaped from one or two other eastern pris­ 
ons; has made six attempts to escape from this 
prison; attempted to assassinate the Warden of 
this prison: has assaulted prisoners, and threat­ 
ens to kill whoexer stands between him and 
liberty. He generally manages to remove all 
shackles and handenfi's as soon as placed upon 
him. What would you do in such a case? 
So far, the following replies have been 
received : 
Tom McTague, W arden of the U nited 
States Penitentiary of M ontana, w rites: 
1—Confinem ent in dark cell, on bread 
and w ater diet, until the prisoner consents 
to work. 
2—Confinem ent as above. T he prisoner 
is also heavily shackled. 
3—W e have found that solitary confine­ 
m ent in a dark cell, such as yotirs. while 
effectual, is in no way prejudical to the 
health of prisoners. 
4—O ur solitary cells are m ade by bolting 
a sheet-iron door to the ordinary grated 
door of any of the cells. The iron is 
punctured w ith holes sufficient for ventila­ 
tion. 
5—W e have had a sim ilar case to the 
above, and found tbat solitary confiement 
in a dark cell, w ith bread-and-w ater diet, 
and riveied irons so heavy as not to he 
broken, w ith the application of the gal­ 
vanic battery, have brought the prisoner 
into entire subjection. 
- J o h n H ailey, Jr., W arden of the Idaho 
Penitentiary, writes as follow s: 
1—Solitary confinem ent on bread ar.d 
water. 
2—Never had any assaults on officer or 
guard. 
3 — Solitary confinem ent is 
the best 
m ethod of punishing men th at I have yet 
found. 
Your dark cell, as you describe"it, 
is not as bad as I m ake them here. 
4—I have no regular dark cel!; but have 
wooden doors which tit tightly in front of 
any cell door in the prison m aking the cell 
perfectly dark. 
5—I would place him in solitary confine­ 
m ent, on bread and water, pu t heavy irons 
on his legs—double-riveted—and, if neces­ 
sary, handcuff him , and never let him out 
of his cell until he agreed to behave h im ­ 
self. 
W hen I did let him out, p n t shackles 
and hall and chain on him , keep to h im ­ 
self under eyes of the guard, not allow him 
to speak to another prisoner, and instruct 
guards to k ill him if he m ade any attem pt 
to escape. 
tr. M . M itchell, W arden of the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary a: Chester, says : 
1—I w ould put in solitary confinement 
on bread and water, chain or handcuff 
him to door o! solitary cell during w ork­ 
ing hours u n til he was w illing to work. 
2—Same punishm ent u ntil he was con­ 
quered. 
If sentence was. less than life, I 
would have him indicted and tried under 
our statute. 
1!—I think you have a very poor substi­ 
tute for a solitary cell. Can’t see how vou 
could expect any very good -exults from 
any punishm ent in such a place. 
4—Our solitary is a stone building sepa­ 
rate and itjiart from any other, with two 
galleries of fourteen cells each. 
O ur cells 
are 7x9 feet. Steel gruted doors and w in­ 
dows. Can he m ade absolutely dark if 
necessary. 
5—I would conquer him at r.li h ¡marls, 
even it it was necessary u kill him . 
I 
w ould m aintain order and discipline let 
the consequences 
be 
w hat they m ay. 
No 
m an 
can 
afford 
to 
he 
a W ar­ 
den unless he has- absolute i >ntrol of 
his convicts. 
We punish by solitarv con 
finem ent as long as the prisoner can stand 
it. 
W " then add ball and chain. 
W e 
rivet the shackle to leg. 
Do no rem ove 
day or night until we are satisfied he will 
behave. 
In case a convict refused to leave 
his cell, I would tu rn my cold wute* hose 
on him —that never fails. 
1 have no sym ­ 
pathy with the long-haired m en and ahort- 
b airi-d women who go around tiie conn .ry 
preaching prison reform : they know n oth­ 
ing about the kind e f fellows we have to 
deal w ith. 
1 punish the bad m en hi order 
to protect to those who are disposed to do 
right. 
I d i not allow any of m y officers or 
guards to argue with a convict or m ake 
them selves in th e least fam iliar w ith one. 
J! W. McCiaughrv, W arden o f the 111: 
ltuis State Penitentiary, replies : 
1—I confine them iu solitary cell, on diet 
of bread and water, com pelling them to 
stand band cuffed to th e giated door of the 
cell (hands on a level w ith th e breast , 
until they are w illing to go to work. 
2—F.-toh officer is instructed, according 
to the law o f this State, to use whatever 
forcéis at hand and necessary to repel any 
assaults which, in his judgm ent, are m ade 
w ith in ten t to kill, do him great bodily in ­ 
ju ry . or lead in an attem pt at m utiny, 
if, 
in thus repelling an assault, he takes the 
life of a convict, the law holds him blam e­ 
less. 
3—1 have never used such a cell, nor anv 
darkened cell ill punishing prisoners, con­ 
sequently have had no opportunity to ob­ 
serve its effect upon th e prisoners, and am 
not qualified to express an opinion con­ 
cerning it. 
4—The cells are constructed entirely of 
stone. 
A plank seven feet long by two 
feet wide constitutes the prisoner’s bed at 
night. 
T he prisoner undergoing p u n ish ­ 
m ent is usually required to stand up 
at the cell door 
during 
th e w orking 
hours of th e day w ith his hands passed 
through the grating and secured by h an d ­ 
cuffs on the outside of the grating" at the 
bight of tbe breast. 
F orexlrem e cases the 
prisoner is som etim es comDelled to stand 
18 hours out of the 24 thus handcuffed to 
the door, being let down at iutervals of live 
hours for 20 m inutes at a tim e. 
5—1 would first put him in the solitary 
and in irons, on bread and water, until he 
prom ised faithfully to behave him self, if I 
had to keep him there the whole of hi3 
terra. 
R. W. H var, W arden of the N ebraska 
State Prison, w rites: 
1—Confine them in a dark cell, w ith their 
hands cuffed behind their back. Bread and 
water diet. 
2—Sam e as above, w ith the hands draw n 
up higher by a rope fastened to th e cuffs, 
passing around the neck. 
3—T hink it all rig h t; not cruel in the 
least. 
4—7x4x7, sam e as other cells, excepting 
they are m ade dark by a blind door over 
the grated iron door. 
N othing left in the 
cell but w ater and blanket.

Should a case of this n atn ie arise, how ­ 
ever, and the m an was able-bodied and in 
good health, I should m ost certainly m ake 
him work before I got through w ith him . 
2—F or cases of strikes, assauits upon 
guards or officers, th e “ hose” is resorted to 
T his consists of a three-quartcr-inch hose 
w ith quarter-inch nozzle attached to a hy­ 
drant. 
T he offender is secured by strip s 
in a standing position, and a stream of 
water from tbe hose throw n in his face u n ­ 
til he th in k s he has enough, o r u n til the 
prison physician, w ho is alw ays present, 
stops it.

Those in use 
here are perfectly dark, ventilators only 
supplying fresh air necessary, not to injure 
health of prisoners so confined, and double 
doors securing draught w ithout light. 

8m idt would 
be in a cell by him se’f, under the super­ 
vision of a sentry, when not at work. 
If 
he refused to go to work, which would be 
in the quarry gang, he w ould be handcuffed 
behind a cart and taken to the quarry.

_ A P n eu m a tic T u b e 
to E u r o pe.— 
Colonel J . Jl. Pierce, of 
Saithington, 
who ha» l>een studying the ase of pneu­ 
m atic tubes, has reached a point at which 
he hopes to show th at a tube across the 
A tlantic can be used. 
Following is a de­ 
scription of tho apparatus as he conceives 
it 
The tubes will alw ays be in couples, 
w ith the currents of air in one tube always 
m oviug in opposite direction from the 
other. 
T he heaviest cannon w ill serve to 
illustrate the tube. 
A car takes the place 
of th e charge, tbe tube to be indefinitely 
continuous and th e speed of th e car to he 
governed by the rapidity w ith w hich air 
can be forced through. 
T im e is required 
to establish a current of a ir flowing with 
great swiftness through a tube perhaps 
thousands of m iles in length, but when 
once created the m otion will be nearly 
uniform. 
T he speed of the current may 
be made as great as may be desired by us­ 
ing the steam driver" fans employed in 
blast furnaces. 
N iagara F alls could’ drive 
blast fans and furnish m otive pow er to keep 
in m otion the trains to connect th is con­ 
tinent w ith the old world. 
T he tem per­ 
ature w ithin th e tube mav be regulated by 
passing blasts of a ir entering the tube 
through furnaces or over ice. 
T he speed 
attainable may reach 1,000 miles an hour. 
T he tube lining and car exterior would be 
of polished steel w ith corrugated sides 
m atching w ith wheels provided w ith an ti­ 
friction bearings. 
T he speed, owing to 
the curvature of th e earth’s surface, will 
tend to overcome all weight and the 
pressure will he upon th e upper part of 
the tube; thus there is scarcely any lim it 
to the speed attainable. 
T he invention 
consist in the details of the work.

Ibis littit line proved to be a godsend 
to th e < «federates at Vicksburg, for as 
soon as the news of the downfall of Meai- 
phis was re eived, Lee Daniel was ordered 
to Transylvania to take charge of said 
wire, keeping a strict lookout fcir anv Fcd- 
•raj boats coming down the river, as the 
Federáis would no doubt make an attack 
on Vicksburg.

Ksourg were ordered to respect 
my red ligr.t at night and green flag in­ 
day when crossing the river in a skiff 
whi«-b ! usee, for the purpose of sending 
for supplies and forwarding any news to 
the < leneral commanding. 
One da-k stormy nigiit (1 shall never 
forget it) I -.ad met several of the soldier 
boys from Houston—my old schoolmates, 
nrn.-t of t.-.eiu—many long sine»' «lead, but 
I hope not forgotten, and naturally we en­ 
joyed ourselves, causing the writer to over­ 
stay bis time somewhat. Although having 
on board 
considerable amount of Ismisi- 
ana run. 
the only drink obtainable in 
V icksburg, an idea took possession of me 
that it was very im portant 1 should be at 
jiiy po-t a: once, as something might occur, 
which, sUc .id it occur without iny knowl­ 
edge, WO-J.Ú. render a desertion of the Con­ 
federacy necessary on my part. 
The w-.nr; was blowing a hurricane, and 
the waves of the old Mississippi were fear­ 
ful to gave ..rsia. 
I feared my frail c.raft 
would hardly live in fuch a sea, but know­ 
ing it to 1* all my own fault that I bad 
been caught In such a storm on the wrong 
side of the river, determined me to cross at 
all hazards 
After superhuman efforts I 
reached the Louisiana shore in safety. 
H astily securing my boat, with a choking 
sensation at my throat, for excitement at 
neglect of my duty had rendered me al­ 
most a paralytic, 1 rushed into the office, 
and, as telegraphers say, cut in. 
Instan­ 
taneously I heard my old chum ( Daniel) 
calling " v,’’ “ v,” with the energy of de­ 
spair. 
I answered, “ i, i, i—v.” 
His first words were, ‘‘G reat God, F

To say there was too much business for 
the w ires that night is only superfluous. 
H alf of ti.e lr.eaiages weie never sent, and 
only those us: ingreinforcements from every 
part of the . onfederacv were transm itted. 
The tirs; telegram was to President Davis 
apprising him cf the situation. 
Everyone then living at Vicksbnrg re­ 
members our big fight at Ghicasaw Bayou 
i day or two 
afterwards, where 
the 
enemy landed, and where they were so 
terribly defeated, causing them to retreat 
up the river, net troubling Vicksburg to 
■uiv extent for many a long day. 
They 
amused themselves occasionally by send­ 
ing or attem pting to send a gunboat past 
our batteries, in which pastime they often 
met with ignominious failure. 
R ight 
here let me remark, that little telegraph 
Hue across the river closed for repairs, as 
the Feds, finding it and knowing that it 
had apprised the Confcds of their visit, 
never allowed an ineli of wire or a loot of 
pole of the whole seventy-five miles of 
line to remain in existence. 
1 verily be­ 
lieve they must have eaten it in their 
blind rage. 
I no¡>e they digested it well. 
“ Vale, longum vale,” my little telegraph 
line. 
You. did your duty nobly before you 
were annihilated by the invaders, and I 
will cherish rr ,r memory as long as life 
shall bc-t.— rftlvuton Netcs. 


A STARTLING PHENOMENON. 


D - ith D oubly P hoto g rap h s Itself W ithin 
a Tomb. 
Of all curious incidents related in public 
prints or otherwise none to me seem more 
‘™ 
;lIK* inexplicable than the one I 
shall here attempt to describe exactly as it 
was given to me a few weeks ago by three 
of the parties to whom I shall refer. The 
fef it is a fact beyond all question— 
is so novel and inconceivable that I would 
not dare to state it as a truth were it not 
fully substantiated. 
In June, 1383, Dr. A. H . Herring, after 
a lingering illness, died at Red Land, in 
B-ister parish, La. 
He was about 40 years 
of age, and had been in full practice there 
as a physician for several years. 
Aware 
of his condition, he. requested that his body 
after death be placed in a temjiorarv brick 
vault above ground, and at some proper 
time lie carried to Georgia and interred in 
the burial ground of bis family. I’urjiosing 
to carry out his wishes, the doctor’s body 
» as put by friends into a metallic ease-, 
which was closed hermetically, in the 
usual wav, and the ease placed in a box of 
pine plank. 
. -’1 vault of brickwork aboveground hav­ 
ing been prepared to receive it, the box 
containing the casket was inclosed, and the 
whole covered (outside) with a plastering 
ol lime cement. 
The bricks on lop of the 
i a t were held in [xr-ition by a rough 
pine plank beneath—the plank being sup- 
iwrtt-d on the inside by short triangular, 
roof-shaped pieces of timber, and thus 
when completed the whole exterior was 
onck, covered with cement, the interior 
having immediately and directly above 
and over the body, first, the metallic lid of 
the casket, next toe "pine plank of the box 
top, and above that the rough plank sup­ 
porting the brick roofing. 
So disposed of, 
the body remained for two years and a 
half, when the family, for r-ome reason, 
concluded not to remove it to ( leorgia but 
have it buried under ground, as is the cus­ 
tom ^in that highland country, and Samuel 
■A- Boggs, a neighlxir and friend of the 
family, was requested to superintend the 
final interm ent in the Red Land Cem­ 
etery. 
This he «lid, and it was from him, bis 
wife and A. <4. Davis I obtained what will 
now be stated, a number of other nersous 
having also seen what was seen bv them, 
of whom I will only mention Mr. and Mrs. 
<>. W. I'helps and Mr. and Mrs. John G. 
Allen, all of Red Land. 
Breaking up the 
cement, the bricks on top of the vault 
were thrown aside, and the supporting 
framework of timlier lifted off The under 
side of the plank was found to be wet with 
moisture and discolored by tim e (two and 
a half years), atid on this damp surface of 
rough plank was seen the entire figure of 
the buried man, in shadings representing 
every part of the txxlv, not such a picture 
:is made the features recognizable, but a 
clear and distinct outline of the whole 
body, size and shape. 
The large veins 
were shown in full relief, as is sometimes 
«observed on tin* hands of living subjects, 
and of «larker color than the fleshy parts, 
while the lungs were represented in light 
pinkishness, and the brain appeared in 
w hiter color. 
None of the other vital 
organs were traced in colors, though the 
bony structure in part, including the ribs, 
was outlined. 
On exposure to the air and sunlight 'h e 
whole figure disappeared s.i soon as the 
moisture dried out, except the veins an«l 
lungs. 
The lungs also went quickly, but 
the veins remained permanently, and were 
observed on the plank weeks afterward, 
and on test could ix* raised from the plank 
with the point of a knife an«l found to be 
a fibrous or spongy formation, possessing 
such adhering qualities as prevented their 
beiim rubbed into dust or powder. The 
pine box holding the casket was aiso wet 
and discolored, and on the under side of 
the top plank, when taken off was found a 
second picture, in -hap*- and size as the 
one described, but in this the veins were 
not traced as in the other, nor any of the 
vital organs shown in colors. Of the txvo 
the picture at the top of the vault, with 
the greatest amount of solid material in­ 
tervening. was most complete. The face, 
as seen through the glass in front of it, 
was well preserved. 
By what law of na­ 
ture’s chemistry—and it must be a law of 
some sort—a dead body under such circum­ 
stances could so nlrture itself may perhaps 
be worth inquiry by scientific investiga­ 
tors, who seek to obtain from the imagined 
or may be from the before unimagined i 
new truth usable by the living.— Cor A’. O.

Finger bowls of finest engraved white 
glass are superseding on fashionable tables 
those of rainbow hues. 
Willow furniture is best cleaned with 
boiliug water made strong with ammonia 
and applied with a whisk broom. 
Put tea and coffee away in air-tight re- 
oeptacles as soon as they are brought to 
the house. They base much of their flavor 
by standing uncovered. 
Kid bedspreads, made out of the backs 
and wrists of discarded gloves, are the 
latest fail with women who have little to 
do and a fancy for tln*t sort of thing. 
At fashionable breakfasts gridillewaikes 
are served, but the old-fashioned cok.-s 
would scarcely re«‘ognize : iuens.■!vos un­ 
der the title of “ griddle-buttons." 
Do not place raw meat directly on i<**, 
for the juices are apt to be withdrawn. 
They should never lie left in the wrapping 
paper. 
Put them in an uncovered earthen 
dish and then set them on the ice. 
Vegetables, w ith a strong flavor, such as 
onions and tiirm[«s, will be uiiieh im prove' 
In-putting them to boil in cold water, 
iaiftSiig this from a kettle of boiling wr 
as soon us it comes to a scald. 
Poisonous wounds made by spiders, cen­ 
tipedes and scorpions are treated in the 
-ame way as those made by insects, that ix 
by the direct application of hartshorn to 
the wound, and, when neccssaiy, internal 
stimulants. 
An easy way to clean not only windows 
but mirrors and show-cases, is to’ rub them 
with dampened whiting until all soiled 
spots are removed. 
1s t the whiting dry 
on the glass ; then rub it off with a dry 
cloth or soft paper, and the glass will lie 
very clean and have a nice polish. 
Finger bowls are always in fashion, be­ 
ing too great a convenience to be dis­ 
pensed with. 
These arc quite as necessary 
for a small dinner as for a large one, and 
arc al-o in order at any meal where fruit 
is eaten. 
The usual plan is to lay a small 
napkin or a plate of small or medium size 
and place the linger bowl on this. There 
should be one finger bowl for each guest. 
It is a great improvement to cucumbers 
to slice, them very thin an hour or two be­ 
fore they an' wanted and set away to cool 
in a dish of ice water. The water draws 
out their bitterness and makes them very 
appetizing. 
Instead of pouring vinegar 
over, send them to the table with bits of 
ioe in the dish, then, as served, each per­ 
son can apply vinegar or not as liked. 
Many prefer them with salt alone.—Mrs. 
Ijovfland in Prairie Farmer. 
An excellent breakfast dish, if one has 
time to prepare it, is com fritters. 
The 
ears of corn vary so much i:i size I can 
hardly tell how many will be requisite to 
make two teacupfuls when grated. 
A trial 
will soon determine it. To this amount 
add two well-beaten eggs, two teacupfuls 
sweet milk, one tablcspoonful melted but­ 
ter, a little salt, one teaspoonl'ul baking 
powder and flour enough to make a batter 
lor frying on the griddle, or fry in pork fit 
like doughnuts. 


liRrs-Fxa Ca rp ST.—Brussels carpeting 
proper has a basis composed of warp and 
woof of strong linen thread. 
In this warp 
there are added to every two threads of 
linen ten threads of woolen of different 
colors. The use of linen is to bind the 
worsted together, aud it is not visible on 
the upper surface. 
The woolen threads 
are from time to time drawn up in loops 
to form the figures; each row passes over 
a wire, which is withdrawn without cut­ 
ting the yarn. 
A cheaper kind is made 
■by printing the figures and colors in the 
worsted instead of weaving them.

In a very sensibl * -inicie upon thin sub­ 
ject the ¡¿meet says: 
There i- such a thing as mind-strength­ 
ening work. In truth, it is, as every phys­ 
iologist knows, that only by work that 
minds, or more correctly speaking brains, 
can be strengthened in their growth and 
naturally develo]iod. The exercise of those 
centers of the nervous system with whose 
function what we call «-onsciousness and 
intellect are associated, is as essential to 
their nutrition as activity is to the healtbv 
growth of any other part of the organism, 
whether nervous or muscular. 
Everv part 
of the living body is developed and enjoys 
vitality by the law which makes the ap­ 
propriation of food de]>endent u[xtn and 
commensurate with the amount of work it 
does. 
It feeds in proportion as it works, 
as truly as it works in proportion as it 
feeds. 
'I’his canon of organic life is the 
foundation of those estimates which phys­ 
iologists form when they compute the 
value of food in measures of weight-lift­ 
ing ]>owcr. 
It is, however, necessary to 
recognize, that although these propositions 
are true in the abstract, they nee<1 the in­ 
troduction of a new integer or combining 
power before any sum of results eau lie 
worked out. 
We know that food is practically just as 
truly outside the body after it has been 
eaten, digested, and even taken into the 
blood current, as it is when it lies on the 
table. 
Nutrition is a tissue function, and 
its performance depends on the appetite 
and feeding power—which is something 
different front the organic need—of the tis­ 
sue with which the nutrient 
fluid is 
brought into contact. 
Again, any particu­ 
lar part of the organism may lie so ex­ 
hausted bv work that it has not power 
enough left to fee 1. 
It is a m atter .»f the 
highest practical moment that this fact 
should be recognized. 
There i- undoubt­ 
edly a point at which work ceases to be 
strengthening and becomes exhausted— 
self-exhausting and self-destructive so far 
as the ¡larticuíar issue in activity is con­ 
cerned. 
W ork may he carried too far, in fact to 
such a ¡mint that not only the last reserve 
of jiower for action, but the ultim ate unit, 
so to say, of the force oí nutrition, which 
is, as we now lielieve, identical with the 
force ot general activity, may be expended 
in work, and the organism left so utterly 
powerless that its exhausted tissues can no 
longer appropriate the food supplied or 
placed within their normal reach. 
We 
have said that it is necessary that this 
should be understood. 
It has a special 
bearing on the question of hrainwork in 
childhood and adolescence. 
Just as extreme weakness and faintness 
of the body as a whole produce restless­ 
ness and loss of control, so extreme ex­ 
haustion of the brain produces mental 
agitation and loss of healthy self-con­ 
sciousness. This is how and' why the 
overw irked” become deranged. 
One of 
the i.'arHe-t indications, or symptoms, of 
brain exhaustion is irritability; 
then 
comes sleeplessness 
of the sort which 
seems to consist in inability to cease think­ 
ing either of a particular subject or things 
in general; next, the mental unrestful or 
uncontrollable thought gets the better of 
the will, even during the ordinary hours of 
wakefulness and activity, which is a step 
further toward the verge of insanity than 
the mere persistence of thought at tlve 
hour of sleep—this way lies mildness; and. 
finally, the thinking faculty, or, as we say, 
the imagination gets the better of the will 
and assorts supremacy for its phantoms, 
those of sight or hearing lieing the nMst 
turbulent and dominant which happen to 
be most commonly used in intellectual 
work, and therefore most developed bv the 
individual 
cerebrum—this 
is madness. 
Such is the story of overwork of the brain 
or mind ; and it is easy to see that at any 
stage of the progress from bad to worse 
the will may be overpowered, and the 
judgm ent perverted, in such manner as to 
impel the victim of this mind trouble to 
seek refuge in death, or to so disorib-r his 
consciousness th at he supposes himself to 
be acting iu obedience to some just and 
worthy behest when he commits an act of 
self-destruction or does something in the 
doing of which lie accidentally dies. Such, 
in the main, is the story of suicide from 
overwork. 
W hat, then, can be the excuse pleadable 
by those who heap on the brains of the 
young «or adolescent such burdens of mind 
labor and worry as exhaust their very 
faculties of solf-help and leave them a 
prey to the vagaries of a starved brain? 
We pity the suffering of those shipwrecked 
sailors who, after exposure in an open 
lioat, perhaps without food, for hours or 
days, “ go mad,” and, raving of feast and 
pleasures the antitheses of their actual ex­ 
perience, fall on each other or throw 
themselves overboard. 
Have we no pity 
for brains dying of la«-k of food because 
we have compelled them to expend their 
very last unit of force in work, and now 
they are distraught in the act of dying? 
It may be a sublime ideal, that of a 
highly educated people ; but if it should 
happen that the realization of this beauti­ 
ful dream of our philosophic reformers 
can only lie achieved by the slaughter of 
the weak, it will scarcely console the na­ 
tional conscience to reflect that, after all, 
“ the survival of the fittest " is the law of j 
nature.

Mr. Anderson, Chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, informed your correspondent 
that they intend pushing these enterprises 
to the front, and they will co-operate with 
Sacramento in everything undertaken, for 
they fully appreciate all she is doing in 
flirt I wring the interests of not only Butte, 
but every county in Central and Northern 
California; that they read with interest 
the work being «lone by the Citizens’ Im­ 
provement Association, and hoped to profit 
by the experience of the Association in 
knowing how to conduct enterprises of this 
character. 
Therm olita Colony is being rapidly sold. 
A number of the Association cottages are 
completed, and within two- weeks the work 
will be commenced upon the new hotel, 
which is to be an artistic structure, located 
upon a spot commanding one of the finest 
views in all California. The place is beau­ 
tiful. 
1 lie thirty-five acres of orange trees 
planted last year by the citizens of Oro- 
ville, to demonstrate the fact that oranges 
can be grown there in large acreage, as 
well as in private gardens, arc simply su­ 
perb, and have to l«e seen to he appreciated.

letter to the Commercial Adrertísert 
of New York, from Santa Monica, in this 
State, treating of Northern and Southern 
California, and a telegraphed synopsis of 
which has appeared here, it ennnot be 
denied is frank, aud in some respects cor­ 
rect in judgment; as, for instance, where 
the writer declares there is no reuson for 
rivalry between the two main topographi­ 
cal divisions of the State, and th at invid- 
iou- comparisons between the sections is 
just t" neither, 
lint what must have lieen 
his reading or his oliscrvation, to have 
moved him to say that “the papers of 
Northern California, aggrieved at seeing 
the tide of prosperity sweeping this way 
(southward!, have perhaps done little to 
present the country in its true light." 
A* a matter of fact the press of Northern 
Ce.ifornia has been fair, open and true in 
the representations concerning California, 
and the wh*le of it. 
Such exceptions as 
may be claimed relate to papers of no 
special importance, and even they are very 
few and were moved by a spirit of retalia­ 
tion fur assaults referred to hereafter. 
The idea that the Northern and Central 
actions have felt “ aggrieved" at the 
prosperity of the south -end, is simply and 
assuming!}’ alisurd. 
At the east, however, 
the allegation may be received in a manner 
to do us much harm. 
People who accept 
the letter of “C. F. H." as verity, must 
form a very singular and unjust estimate 
of California spirit. 
The fact is that the 
North tr.d Central regions have been 
greatly gratified, and have so expressed 
themselves, at the “booruiug of the South, 
for its gain is that of the whole State. 
That section cannot prosper, without the 
ontire State being benefited, and reasonable 
and thinking men will realize this. 
The central and northern regions—aside 
from the mining in the mountains— have 
been devoted mainly to agriculture, viti­ 
culture and horticulture. All great grain- 
growing countries are conservative ; large 
laud-hoicings and large farming do not 
cultivate enthusiasm in building a State ; 
they do not promote the fever of specula­ 
tion, nor contribute to the sjtcedy or licet 
gcttlenoi-M of a country. 
Bui large farm­ 
ing ar.it l:.: ge land-holding are being rap­ 
idly i rri -.cd here, and small holdings, 
fmall farms and diversified agriculture are 
taking their place. California is the second 
grain-growing State of the Union, pro­ 
duces more than one-tenth of all the wheat 
grown ia the United States, and nearly 
two-thirds of all the barley. 
Nine-tenths 
of these products arc raised in the two sec­ 
tions or.t: .itd bv C. F. If. as given mainly 
to “ niii.iijg and vineyards.'’ 
These fame sections contain the chief 
cities of the State; over three-fourths of 
the population : 
the chief educational in­ 
stitutions: seven-tenths of the commerce 
ol theStuteSt wsin theirchannels, andnine- 
tenths o: ti.e industries of California are 
here prosecuted. 
Here are the chief rivers 
and harbors, the metropolis of the coast 
and the capital of the State. 
The great 
mining sections are 
upon our eastern 
borders, and the vast lumber regions of the 
State arc wholly within northern and cen­ 
tra; bounds ; 
here most attention is given 
to rais.rg ; ue stock. 
Here are the prin­ 
cipal 
vineyards; 
here 
is 
produced 
•ix-ter.ths 
of 
the 
wine, 
and 
nearly 
ono-h..':f of the 
raisins óf the State. 
It 
is 
in 
these 
sections 
that 
about all the deciduous fruits and vege­ 
table products are grown, and it is from 
here that there are sent tri-weekly special 
train-loads of deciduous fruits and of vc;;e- 
tables to the regions cast of the Sierras and 
the Rocky Mountains, and not a pound of 
which class of products are shipped from 
the South, and very few pounds, compared 
with cur yield, arc grown there. 
Hero are 
the coal and the quicksilver mines, the 
granite quarries and chief building stoues, 
and in the northern and central valleys, by 
reason of eertair.tr of rainfall, agriculture 
is an assured industry, and irrigation is 
not essential for ordinary farming, if we 
except s;me portions of the west side of 
the San Joaquin valley. 
In the central 
aud north sections aro the great val­ 
leys that have given the State its world­ 
wide fame as a producer, and here, too, are 
the foothill regions, which, for fruit and 
vine products, have proved so vastlv rich, 
aud now teem with prosperous and pro­ 
gressive communities. 
To give currency to the false idea that 
sections thus blessed, in which are the most 
fertile soils aud the largest production, 
and the meteorology of which the official 
reports demónstrate to be the equal in all 
respects, ar.d the superior in several, of the 
region more southerly, as to temperature, 
dryness of atmosphere and general desir­ 
able conditions, are “ aggrieved” at the 
sodden development c f the extrem e south, 


which so long laid idle and practically un­ 
productive, is to propagate a slander as 
gross as it is absurd. 
The sudden rise 
of the south was due to the awakening 
of the people to its splendid natural ad­ 
vantages, its fine climatic conditions, its 
capacity for production, and to the ad­ 
vanced methods so recently employed in 
inducing desirable immigration, and which 
we are perfectly iree to say had not then 
been availed of by the north, but to the 
wisdom of which it is now awakening. 
The simple and unadorned truth is that, 
in the earlier hours of their “ boom," the 
enthusiasm ol our friends of the south led 
some of them into origination and author­ 
ship of whatever of misrepresentation has 
obtaiued concerning the north. 
It is a 
m atter of history, unfortunately, that these 
influences, under a mistaken idea of the 
necessity to belittle other parts in order to 
exalt their own section, diligently circu­ 
lated abroad, by press, pamphlet and voice, 
wholly untrue statements concerning the 
more distant sections of the State from the 
south, and much to their injury. 
It is 
likewise a matter of undeniable history 
that press and personal influences at the 
south were few that had the courage to 
denounce and repudiate these methods. 
Some, however, did from the outset, and 
now all worthy public influences do the 
same. 
Until recently most orange, almond, 
olive and lemon cultivation that had been 
known in the north was for the purpose of 
adornment of grounds oniy. 
Not until 
tlii.i was extended to market purposes was 
there 
manifest 
any 
feeling 
whatever 
against the north. 
When, however, it 
was proposed that citrus fairs should be 
held here, the idea really “ aggrieved ’’ 
our friends of the south. The honest and 
praiseworthy entry 
ujKm the cultiva­ 
tion of citrus fruits for commercial pur­ 
poses was assailed as absurd, and with ail 
manner of misrepresentation, until, when 
the citrus expositions were held, theeharge 
was made and adhered to in the teeth of 
the truth, that our exhibits were brought 
from southern groves and palmed off as of 
northern growth. 
So grievous was this 
misrepresentation, and so diligently her­ 
alded, that it became necessary to call at­ 
tention to the fact that our citrus fruits 
are marketable from early in December 
until late in January, while climatic con­ 
ditions prevent like m aturity at the south 
until February aud March. 
And the 
proof of this was made by a second Con­ 
tra! and N orthern California Citrus Fruit 
Exposition hero, and in January last by 
showing the exhibits at Chicago. 
Out of this successful effort of the north 
to establish itsclaim to semi-tropic capacity, 
sprang the industrious stories from the 
south—and to which reference is now 
made regretfully—that this whole region 
was borean, inclement and inhospitable 
by reason of excessive heat and cold, un­ 
healthful, and in every way uudesirable, 
while all 
manner 
of influences were 
brought to hear to divert immigration from 
this section and to discourage the entry 
here of new capital and homeseekers. 
This is but 
historical recitation, for 
hapily all cause for recrimination and mis­ 
representation has ceased. 
We had hoped 
the whole matter was buried out of sight; 
when, however, a correspondent is perm it­ 
ted to use the columns of a leading New 
Y ork journal to say to the millions at the 
East that “ Northern California is devoted 
to mining and vineyard," implying thereby 
that these are the chief industries and 
productive agencies, the commonest regard 
for truth and fair play demands that the 
statement Iks corrected. 
It is surprising 
that so intelligent a journal as tho Ubm- 
mercial Advertiser should have consented to 
be the medium for publishing such an er­ 
ror. 
It at least knows that the fame of 
California for agricultural industry rests 
mainly upon the marvellous productions in 
the great vallies of all manner of grains, 
which in tho chief markets of the East 
and Europe take the highest rank for ex­ 
cellence in competition with fields of the 
world. 
It knows that our horticultural 
development has been such as to secure our 
fruits ready marketing in the valley of the 
Mississippi and on the Atlantic seaboard, 
despite the vast distance that must be 
spanned in their transportation. 
The simple truth is that whatever is or 
can he grown in the south is and can bo 
grown in the valleys and along the foot­ 
hills of the north, and that a vast range 
of essential products, in which the south 
does not successfully engage, constitute 
the roost important 
industries of the 
north. 
But these facts are not reasons for 
any ungenerous feeling between the’ sec­ 
tions ; the time for that has passed; any 
jealousy or nagging is boyish, foolish and 
morally criminal now on the part of either 
section, and the journalism that indulges 
in it is of the back alley order. 
A few 
narrow-minded journals and greedy and 
foolish real estate agents may indulge in 
misrepresentation, but the jteople of North 
and South California join no issues. 
The 
State is theirs. 
It is broad enough for 
and oqual to the support in plenty and com­ 
fort of millions of people, and a few years 
more will find it thus densely populated. 
It is blessed in soil, climate and products 
from San Diego to Shasta, from the Mexi­ 
can line to tho Oregon boundary, as ¿3 no 
other part of the continent. 
California is 
a mighty and glorious heritage for our 
people; their interests are as one ; in hopes 
and desires they are a unit. 
The truth 
concerning its resources, its soil, its cli­ 
mate, its products and the capacity of all 
parts of the State will justify the claims 
made for th em ; 
nothing more is asked 
and nothing less will content us. 
Let the 
press and the jieoplc of the East ignore 
the C. F. H.'s, and the whole class that 
seeks to rise by pulling others down. The 
truth concerning California the East will 
not find difficult to obtain, and there ia no 
excuse whatever for any man intelligent 
enough to look this way, being deceived or 
misled concerning the skate or any portion , 
of it. 


Legislature In providing a scheme of aid 
to insure the building of a transcontinental 
railway, the financial depression of tho 
time, and subsequent conditions attached, 
greatly narrowed its beneficial character for 
the corporate company. Not only was it not 
contemplated that the same beneficence 
would early exert itself to establish a 
powerful rival to the first road, which had 
just been constructed under difficulties 
deemed by some of the best judgments in­ 
surmountable, but neither was it con­ 
ceived that prior to the obligations of the 
company becoming due there would be 
such an arbitrary exercise of sovereign 
power by the Government as to cripple 
the credit of the original enterprise, by 
requiring payments in advance. 
Nor is it 
justifiable, we take it, for the creditor who 
uses the road of his debtor for ordinary 
business purposes, to refuse, as did the 
Government, payment for the service, be­ 
cause in the tar future the creditor must 
pay to it a large sum of money. 
W hatever the coldly legal view may be, 
the equities are strong in favor of the 
debtor. The Government has benefited— 
as ha» already !>een shown before the Com­ 
mission in a manner more forcible and 
convincing than can be possibly done in 
any newspaper generalization—a thousand 
fold more than was anticipated by the most 
sanguine friends of the scheme. 
Indeed, 
if every dollar claimed to be due to the 
Government from the railroad company 
should be carried to the account of total 
loss, aud not one of the just offsets claimed 
be allowed, it would remain that the 
United States has been the beneficiary by 
its bargain, to an extent unprecedented in 
any scheme of Government Investment by 
any nation of earth. 
It is not necessary that in this considera­ 
tion the attem pt be made to recite in de­ 
tail even the title indices of these benefits. 
In this day of intelligence, even a rapid 
and incomplete generalization will serve to 
recall them to every im partial mind, and 
nowhere with more force than in Califor­ 
nia. 
Besides, we assume because of the 
historic interest of the recital, that the 
general public has followed in detail the 
exposition as made by Governor Stanford 
before the Commissioners, in which he has 
refuted the calumnies, laid bare the false­ 
hoods, and given a quietus to the slanders 
which have been so industriously circu­ 
lated these many years, concerning the 
management of the company and the use 
of its income. 
We can now form some 
adequate estimate of the amazing patience 
and enduring courage with which the 
builders of the railway system of Califor­ 
nia have fortified their waiting all these 
years, though hourly stung by the most 
infamous slanders, and though their mo­ 
tives have been constantly impugned and 
their purposes persistently and cruelly mis­ 
interpreted. 
Wa repeat, that in no confined space 
can 
the 
recital 
of 
the 
Govern­ 
ment's 
vast 
gains 
by 
its 
invest­ 
ment 
in 
aid 
of 
the 
railroad, 
be attempted, or any entry made upon an 
aualysis of the proofs adduced in support 
ol the equitable claims of the corporation, 
even had it been our purpose to have en­ 
deavored to do so. 
Still, it may be profit- 
bly 
recalled in 
merest 
generalization 
of the results of the building of the road, 
that the development of the country; the 
marketing of public lands; the gain of 
time by a decade of years in the comple­ 
tion of the line far in advance of the call 
of the contract; the reclamation of the 
deserts; the practical elimination of space 
in commercial 
transactions; 
the 
aug­ 
mented revenue from taxation and imposts; 
the driving out of savagery and the sub­ 
stitution of American civilization of the 
better order for the rudeness of the fron­ 
tier and the p lains; the development of 
Territories, out of which vigorous States 
sprang 
full 
arm ed; 
the 
binding of 
members of the nation into an insepara­ 
ble and harmonious Union; the opening up 
across the breast of the continent of a 
great highway over which rolls the com­ 
merce of a large part of the w orld; the 
ease of m ilitary and postal transj>ortation; 
the wonderful influence upon agriculture ; 
the impetus given to trade—that those 
and a score of other considerations make 
up such a stupendous aggregate of gain 
and profit to the Federal Government 
and the people of the nation that against 
it no money consideration can for a mo­ 
ment stand. 
Before it the coldly legal 
and formal demands of an exacting bond 
will eventually yield in the interests of 
the broad equities of a debtor who has 
been so greatly less a beneficiary than the 
creditor.

THE RAILROAD 
INVESTIGATION. 


W hatever else may result from the in­ 
vestigation now being conducted bv a 
special commission of tiie Federal Govern- j 
mem into the affairs of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, this one inestimable : 
benefit lias l>een conferred upon the public— : 
it has given the company the first full and 
fair opportunity it has enjoved to make a 1 
complete statement of its case, free from 
prejudiced objections, technical obstacles, 
and prejudgmeiat, and thus to remove a 
vast deal of misapprehension, and to cor- 
reel a world of misrepresentation. 
So far as it has progressed, the investi­ 
gation has certainly established in all 
sincere and unbiased minds, the convictMh 
that the equities of the company are of the 
strongest possible character, such as ought, > 
with fair and honorable creditors, to so far 
' prevail as to secure an adjustment that 
; will do neither the debtor nor the cred­ 
itor injury. 
It is unquestioned that, 
whatever the foresight of the National 


One of the essentials to the homeeeeker 
in a new State is knowledge of its educa­ 
tional system. 
The roan with a family, in 
locating in a new community, considers 
among the first questions the opportunities 
that present of affording his children a 
sulwtantial education. 
California fortu­ 
nately can invite inquiry in this direction 
with extreme satisfaction. 
In no other 
State is the scheme of public education 
more richly endowed, and in few is it so 
well supported. 
Our public school system is broad, strong 
and maintained with a liberality of ex­ 
penditure that is lavish. 
In institutions 
for higher education theHtatc is peculiarly 
fortunate. 
A t the head is the State Uni­ 
versity at P,erkeley, an institution ad­ 
vancing with rapidity to a first place 
among Universities, and in many respects 
already occupying s foremost position in 
the front rank. 
Next in order come the 
three 8 tute Normal Schools, an elaborate 
and carefully prepared article on which is 
presented by. the 
R ecokd-U sion' this 
morning. 
We invite to this paper careful 
attention and close reading. 
It is from 
the pen of one of the R ecord-Uxtoit staff, 
and is based upon data drawn from official 
sources, while the commentary is the result 
of close observation and study of the Nor­ 
mal School system and its practical re­ 
sults during a long series of years. 
Below 
the Normal Schools are the several High 
Schools, and then the Grammar and lower 
gradea down to the primary. 
Independent of these public provisions 
for education, the State is supremely biest 
with private institutions in great number 
and of high standing. 
At the head of 
these will presently be opened the L dand 
Stanford, Jr., University, concerning which 
institution, so richly endowed by private 
munificence, we must assume all our read­ 
ers to be fully informed. 
There is an ex­ 
ceedingly large number of church acade­ 
mies and colleges, and still more of p ri­ 
vate secular seminaries, academies, mili­ 
tary schools, business colleges, medical and 
m ilitary schools, etc. Only recently the 
latest endowment of education was made 
known, and is to result in the early open­ 
ing of a technical school and college am­ 
ply backed by means given by a wealthy 
citizen of San Francisco. 
All th<»e institutions have a close rela­ 
tion to each other, as component parts of 


the whole scheme of education in the 
State. 
But the Normal Schools, which 
are devoted wholly to the training of per­ 
son- for the important offices of instruc­ 
tors, stand out Iwildlv among the many 
instrum entalities employed to place the 
educational system of the Slate ujion the 
plane of the highest excellence. 
We have, 
therefore, given considerable space to the 
presentation of tiie article referred to, and 
lor which we bespeak an examination. 


PRISON INVESTIGATION. 


We refrain explictily from any prejudg­ 
ment in the m atter of the investigation 
about to take place at the Folsom State 
Prison. 
The one solitary interest this 
journal has in connection with the penal 
system, is to have the best methods adopted 
by California, the highest possibilities of 
penological science attained, and cruelty 
and inhum anity in whatever form or in 
whatever disguise, laid bare and corrected, 
and their perpetrators punished. 
The 
R ecord-U nion does not concern itself 
with men or their selfish plans; it has 
neither defences to make of the one, nor 
advocacy* of the other. 
It trusts to the 
investigators about to act at Folsom for 
broad and searching inquisition, that the 
State may reap all possible benefit by im ­ 
provement in her system of prison man­ 
agement. 
An article elsewhere published, and giv­ 
ing the opinions of experienced men con­ 
cerning the treatm ent of refractory and 
incorrigible prisoners, and which opinions 
will come before the Prison Commissioners 
to be given such value as their worth and 
sources demand, will be found interesting 
reading, and may serve to throw light in 
some degree upon penal systems in other 
than California prisons.

“ Solar Heat,Gravitation and Sna-spots,” 
by I. H. Kedz.ie, is an illustrated volume, 
published under the general tttle. " Specu­ 
lations. ’ So far as our reading of the book 
has extended, it proves to us of much in­ 
terest. The more so, as the author takes 
issue with some of the most accepted scien­ 
tific doctrines of the day. Kedzie fortifies 
his own positions by quotations from New­ 
ton, Faraday, Professor Young. Henry 
Seccbi, Langlev, and others. He intro­ 
duces the thought regarding sun spots that 
the photosphere, 
with its umbral and 
penumbral strata, lying in immediate con­ 
tact with 
the 
nucleus, is a part of 
the sun rather 
than 
of 
its 
atmos­ 
phere. 
though 
of 
a 
vaporous 
or 
cloud-like 
texture. 
This 
photosphere, 
he maintains, is the fountain of all the 
sun's radiations, and must therefore be the 
portion cooled most rapidly. It must, then, 
have an ample source of supply independ­ 
ent ot the internal heat of the sun. 
He 
therefore concludes that the sun’s loss by 
radiation is supplied from other suns in a 
perpetual round. The expression that the 
planets are a family group, and the sun 
their father, is, he holds, not so much a 
figure of rhetoric as a literal fact. There is 
strong reason for believing that the whole 
solar system is of a common origin and 
nature, though at the present time not a 
common condition. All the heat lust by 
-the planets is radiated from their outer sur­ 
faces, and all received is from tlie sun 
and other celestial bodies. Now, ,-avs 
Kedzie, analogy would teach us the same 
thing is true of the sun, if only we could 
find any adequate source from which this 
heat could come. 
It is impossible to look 
for it from the sun's interior, for if uusup- 
plied without the sun would cool down 
with a rapidity proportioned to the loss. 
The process of reasoning by which he 
shows that there is no lack of abundant 
supplies of light and heat accessible to the 
sun exteriorily, to supply all its loss by ra­ 
diation, is profoundly interesting. Chicago,

T his m an, in turn, will tell 
his friends, and so tbe word will be passed 
around th at the F.den is found, until the 
m ost w onderful influx of im m igrants that 
was ever seen will pour in upon us. 
And 
it will be the better classes. 
T he tram ps 
will be replaced by ihe people of affluence 
and w ealth, m en of enterprise and push, 
and the broker and chronic growler wili 
have to step down and out or keep pace 
w ith the times. 
T he bootn is no im aginary thing. 
It is 
coming, and will soon be upon us, and it is 
my firm belief that we will not have to live 
long to sec it pouring in upon us in such 
proportions th at the m ost sanguine will 
look on in am azem ent and sav, “ W ill the 
end never com e?” 
Florida has been favored in past years 
w ith an im m ense influx ot health and 
hom e-se kers. They have gone there and 
spent their tim e and m oney in the hopes 
of recovered health and fortunes to be 
made, but they have not found all the re­ 
sults hoped for. 
The hotel-keepers and 
land-sharks have fleeced them , and they 
are now leaving by thousands and seeking 
a country w here they can live the year 
round. 
M ost all th e better citizens of 
F lorida live like the wild goose—they go 
.South (or come hom e) in the winter, and 
go N orth in the sum m er. 
W e have alw ays heard or read of Florida 
as a great fruit country. 
T his has been 
over-estim ated. 
It is true they raise large 
quantities of fine oranges, but even these 
are raised at a very m uch greater expense 
than in California. 
First, the land is all 
heavily tim bered and is expensive to clear, 
and w hen cleared is very poor, being no­ 
thing but a bed of sand, and no crops of 
any kind can be raised w ithout the use of 
com m ercial fertilizers. To keep orange 
trees growing, there m ust from ?40 to $60 
w orth of fertilizer be used on each acre 
each year. 
Then again, during the rainy 
season, w hich is from Ju n e till October, 
they have one continuous fight w ith the 
wild crab-grass, which, in th at wet and hot 
clim ate, is worse to com bat than our con- 
volvolus, or wild m orning glory. 
A gentlem an who has 200 acres in orange 
orchard told m e that he had to hoe every 
inch of it by hand three or four tim es 
every sum m er, besides horse cultivating, 
and then he could not keep it down. 
And 
it is so with all other crops. 
Again, they cannot raise, w ith any de­ 
gree of success, the deciduous frnits, such 
as apples, peaches, plum s, cherries, etc. 
T hey now claim to have discovered certain 
lines, or families, of peaches, plum s and 
grapes w hich they can grow successfully. 
B ut even if they can it is utterly impossible 
to grow a fruit that will ship to m arket in 
a w arm , wet clim ate like th at in Florida, 
where it is very w arm and wet all the 
tim e the fruit is grow ing and ripening. 
T hey have w arm rains alm ost every day 
d uring the whole sum m er and fall. 
F ru it 
grown in such a clim ate cannot keep. 
1 
saw quantities of peaches rotting on the 
trees; also the Kelsey Japan plum , which 
is one of the best keeping plum 1 ever saw. 
A nd though they are not one-third the dis­ 
tance from New York that we are, they 
never 
can 
get 
their deciduous fruit's 
into 
th at 
m arket 
in good 
condition. 
T he sam e is true, to a ' certain extent, 
w ith their oranges. 
They do not possess 
the keeping qualities of ours. 
T heir entire 
crop has been gathered arid m arketed in a 
few weeks tim e, w hile ours will hang on 
the trees from four to six m ouths 'after 
they are ripe. 
Theirs, on the contrary, 
will soon fall off and rot. 
T his is not due 
to any fault in varieties, but is the result of 
their m oist, hum id clim ate. 
They grow 
ali of our best varieties, and m any kinds 
that we have not got, b ut which we ought 
to have. 
The planters of Florida deserve 
great credit for the efforts they have m ade 
to raise there standard varieties of oranges, 
aud they certainly have a very fine list of 
buds, of which a large purchase was made 
by rao and will be planted here, believing 
them to be m ore profitable than even our 
celebrated W ashington Navel, in th at they 
are m uch m ore prolific, and m ore regular 
bearers. It is believed that any variet v that 
bears well in Florida will bear well here. 
T heir dry season is in the w inter and 
spring. 
It is a very com m on thine for it to 
bs so dry there in the spring, ju st when 
the trees are in blossom, th at the leaves of 
the trees will wilt and curl up, and the 
blossoms and young fruit drop off. 
On 
tiiis account m any are preparing for spring 
irrigation to a —sit the trees to hold their 
truit. 
A nother point of interest to those who 
are giving any attention to orange culture, 
is th at in Florida all budding is done on 
the wild or sour orange stock, which I am 
thoroughly convinced is superior in every 
respect to the sw eet stock. 
My faith is so 
strong in this th at I never intend to plant 
another orange tree on any other root as 
long as I can get that. 
I believe it is more 
hardy, and w ill stand m ore exposure and 
rough usage than the apple root. 
As to over-production in California. I do 
not believe that the present generation, nor 
any of our grand children, will ever live to 
see first-class oranges, or first-class fruit of 
any kind, go begging for a m arket. 
As to 
oranges, California can produce the best, 
and they wiil keep longer than the oranges 
from any other country ■ 
and fortunately 
they com eat a tim e when the m arket is 
com paratively hare of oranges from else­ 
where. J Is to other fruits, as I stated in my 
article on fruit cniture in California, pub­ 
lished in your last New Y ear's edition, I do 
not believe th at intelligent fruit-growing 
will ever be overdone in this State. 
To describe tbe varieties of Florida or­ 
anges would take m ore space than yon 
w ould care to devote to it, but we have 
printed circulars describing them which we 
will furnish you, or any who m ay wish. 
In conclusion, I will say th at I returned 
from Florida—the so-called natural hom e 
of the orange—w ith the full assurance and 
satisfaction that in California we not only 
have superior land and clim ate, aud su r­ 
roundings, for orange culture, but th at the 
industry can be prosecuted in our portion 
of the State with less than one-half of the 
risk and difficulties, aud w ith two-fold 
profit.

phosphorus. 
H e denies that fish is pe­ 
culiarly rich in phosphorus, or th at there 
ia any evidence th a t the brain uses, an 
over-proportion of phosphorus, or th at 
there is any more connection between 
thought and phosphorus than other ele­ 
m ents oi food. 
W hat is the explanation 
of the phosphorescence of decaying fish ? 
A nother recent w riter say s: 
llt-eaiisc 
phosphcru; is an essential ingredient in 
brain. 1 erv - and bone, it ha? been thought 
th at it m ight be well to increase 
the 
amount in the body hv continually taking 
some compound c o n ta in in g 'it into the 
stomach. 
T here is an immense amount 
of hum bug in this, which the enterprising 
m anufacturer is not slow to utilize. 
T he 
phosphates, along w ith the different forms 
of phosphoric acid, do not add to tiie store 
of phosphorus in d ie body w hich can he 
used to advantage in building up new 
bone, nerve or brain. 
It [th e phosphorus 
in the compounds] lias alw-ady become 
used up, as m uch .as th e ashes and cinders 
alter coal and wood have been burned. 


How Iri-'.Jic L e a S tu d ied S cience. 
Dr. Lea habitually, during a period of 
nearly h alf a c-eutury, spent m any hours 
of th e night in hi? -todies and his w ritings 
seldom relinquishing them before m id­ 
night. 
These night studies were contin­ 
ued, w ith little interm ission, until ho was 
nearly 80 year? old. 
U ntil Dr. Lea be­ 
came enfeebled w ith age, at a late period 
in hi? lift-, il was a source of great delight 
to h in to collect m ineral specimens in 
Ches er and D elaw are counties, iu Ponnsl- 
vani . 
H is most frequent companion on 
snch occasions was W illiam W . Jetlerig. 
No ardent school boy m anifested more 
enthu iasm in digging than he, when a 
fair prospect was afforded for obtaining 
specim ens; and 
his 
w ell-trained 
eye 
quickly recognized a specim en, though 
covered w ith soil. 
He never perm itted 
any person to d e an his specimens except­ 
ing himself. 
H e was fam iliar w ith nearly 
all th e m ineral 
localities in Eastern 
Pennsylvania. 
M any years ago the w riter 
described a locality for m inerals in D ela­ 
ware county, w hich lie supposed would !>e 
new to Dr. Lea, and received th e following 
reply from h im :

over th at locality on my hands and knees 
a half-dozen tim es, with good results every 
tim e.”— From Popular Science Monthly for 
July.

CALIFORNIA WINE. 


THIS 1 EAlt'S PRODUCT ESTIMATED 
AT 16,000,000 GALLONS. 


M ast M anufacture—K eports of the 
G rape Crop from V iticult­ 
ura I Officers. 


Secretary Wetmore, of the State Viti- 
«-altural Commissioners, sent some time 
apo a large number of circulars to all parts 
of the State, asking for information about 
the vineyards and the prospects for this 
season’s w ine crop. Nearly all of these re­ 
ports have now been returned, and contain 
much information of interest. Abstracts 
from them are given below. From them, 
as well as from other sources of informa­ 
tion, Mr. Wetmore tabulates that this 
year’s wine crop w ill amount to 16,000,000 
gallons. I-ist year it was between 17,000,­ 
000 and lb,000,000 gallons. Had the vine­ 
yards not been damaged by frost or coulure 
the product would have aggregated fullv 
30,000,000 gallons. Some 3,000,000 gallons 
this season will be made into brandy. It 
is expected that the niueh-talked-of must- 
condensing machines will reduce the wine 
product about 2,000,000 gallons. 
IN SACRAMENTO COUNTY. 
1-tom Perkins came the report that this 
year's crop would be about half of that 
of last year. Missions will yield a full crop, 
if any, but all varieties are short. So 
diseases are prevalent. About Folsom and 
Mormon Island the loss by pest was esti­ 
mated at alxjut $5,000; w hile that section 
last year yielded 175 tons, this vear 10 tons 
will be regarded as a fair crop. The Mission 
and Kose of Peru arc a total loss. Zin- 
fandels will vield a second crop equal to 
about one-thinl last year. Highland va­ 
rieties were not frosted. 
At the N’atoma vineyards this year's 
crop will, it is thought, he about 50 per 
cent. larger than last year. The Berger, 
Zinfandel, (irenache, Black Burgundy, 
Mataro, Malvoisie, Chauche N'oir, Moselle 
Kiesling, Black Ferrara, Tokay, Carrignac, 
Folie Blanche and Emperor will yield full 
crop, while t'olombar, White Prolific, 
Charlxmeau, Verdal, Muscat, Sauvignon 
aud Cabernet will produce a light crop, be­ 
cause of culture. About 90 per cent, of the 
bearing vines of these vineyards arc only 
four years old. In the vineyards about 
Sacramento it was reported that the dust 
that settled thickly on the vines acted as a 
protection from frost, mildew ami coulure, 
and consequently vines were little dam­ 
aged. The season's crop will likely be less 
than last season ; certainly not more. At 
I lorin there has been no loss by disease 
and slight loss by sunburn. Crop pros­ 
pects are favorable. Frost damage is esti­ 
mated at about 25 per cent. 
SONOMA COUNTY. 
About Santa Rosa Riesling, Berger, P.ar- 
boroux, Trauminer and (iutcdel will yield 
full crop. Burgundy, Zinfandel and .Ma­ 
taro are light—a five-sixths crop is esti­ 
mated, the comparison being with iast year. 
The hot wind at blooming time did more 
damage than frost and diseases together. 
There is no disease to speak of in the 
neighborhood. At Sebastopol coulure has 
caused a loss of 40 per cent. Zinfandels 
were much damaged by the hot winds. 
About Cloverdale there was no frost after 
h ebruary. Coulure and the uidium mildew 
will cause slight loss. The crop will :s* 25' 
per cent, greater than last year. The 
grapes promise to be large and fine. A 
winery is much needed in the district. In 
the Asti section a 46-per-cent, increase 
over lust' season's crop i- estimated. No 
disease is noted there. Ziufmiflel, Mal­ 
voisie, (frenadle, (¿olden Chasselas and 
Burgundy will yield a full crop. 
About Sonoma the damage bv coulure is 
at least 33 |*>r cent.; by frost, 10 per cent. 
Phylloxera is prevalent. There will be a 
yield amounting to 60 per cent, of the last 
season’s crop. The Zinfandel will produce 
the largest crop. All the white varieties 
will be light. The Mission vines wore not 
damaged by winds or frost. The hot winds 
in June with high temperature caused the 
principal loss. A great drawback to viti­ 
culture in that section is the lack of confi­ 
dence iu resistant stock. Head vineyards 
axe not replanted or else made into or­ 
chard-, thus reducing acreage yearly. In 
the Jlincon valley section low lying vine­ 
yard were entirely destroyed by frost, but 
with the new acreage the crop will i>e 
about the same as last year. 
SANTA CLARA ANII NAPA. 
In Santa tiara couuty, about Wrights, 
frost and coulure damaged many vineyards. 
No varieties w ill yield full crop, and about 
CO per cent, of last season's crop is ex­ 
pected. (¿rapes are very late, owing to 
cool weather. If there should lie early 
rains the crop of the Santa Cruz moun­ 
tains will not amount to much. In con­ 
trast to grapes, the peach and apricot crops 
will be heavy. In Gilroy vineyards were 
untouched by frost or disease, and an 80 
per cent, crop is counted on. .1. B. J. Por­ 
tal, near San Jo-e, expect- a good yield, 
above that of lo t season if anything. 
About 1 /o, (¿ato- there was no frost or dis­ 
ease, but Mime damage by heat and coulure. 
At Santa Clara and ( urpertino the re 
port.- predicted about the same crop as last 
season. 
In Chiles valley, Napa county, a two- 
thirds crop Is estimated. There was little 
damage by frost, but some by coulure. In 
the section from St. Helena to Calistoga 
the crop will lie about 60 per cent, of last 
season’s crop. Frost, coulure and phyllox­ 
era all did some damage. The Joliannis- 
berg Kiesling and Franklin Iiiesling will 
yield a light crop, but others full. Aliout 
Napa the frost is credited with having 
done most of the damage. A 60 per cent, 
crop is expected. At Oakville Golden 
Chasselas, Berger, Burgundy and Beelau 
will yield better than others. 
< IRK AT DAMAGE BY COELURE. 
In the Livermore section of Alameda 
couuty an increase of 50 percent, in valley 
vineyards and 60 jicr cent, in hill vine­ 
yards over last year’s crop is estimated. 
Damage by coulure is put down at 30 |>er 
cent. At .Mission Sail Jose there was no 
damage by frost and the crop w ill be fully 
33 per cent, greater than last year. At 
Warm Springs there will be a good crop— 
Zinfandel. Golden Chasselas and Folie 
Blanche bearing most heavily. 
For the section about Auburn, Placer 
county, an increase of 5 |>er cent, over last 
year is estimated. There was some frost 
and the phylloxera did some damage. At 
Newcastle frost injured the crop prospects. 
About Roseville a half crop is expected. 
Aliout Applegate high lands will average 
two-thirds of a crop. 
About Lodi a crop equal to last season's 
is expected, and about Stockton the same 
estimate is made. 
Front Fresno the report is that the raisin 
crop will he double that of 1886, between 
4<X),000 and 500,000 boxes. In wine grapes 
the increase over last year will he about 
30 |>er cent. No frost or disease was noted. 
IN SOUTHERN COUNTIES. 
An increase of 20 per cent, is estimated 
for San Bernardino county, especially 
about Redlands. At I.ugonia Dr. J. D. Ik 
Stillman anticipates an excellent yield. 
There has been some coulure on Muscats. 
The I/os Angeles county report predicts 
a yield equal to that of last year. Many 
vineyards have been destroyed by being 
cut up into town sites. Land is said to be 
more valuable in lots than in vineyards, 
and a great decrease in acreage next year 
is predicted if the boom continues. 
In El Cajon, San Diego county, a crop 
double that of last season is expected. 
Coulure did some damage, and the same 
report is made from other parts of the 
county. 
It is estimated that Santa Barbara 
county will produce 5(1,600 gallons of wine. 
Many Zinfandel vineyards are being plant­ 
ed. The grape crop will be ‘‘splendid and 
abundant." 
GOOD YIELD OF TABLE GRAPES. 
At Martinez, Contra Costa county, Dr. 
J. Strentzel estimates an increase of Í5 per 
cent, over last year. Muscat, Tokay and 
Ferrara vines are loaded with grapes. The 
hill vineyards will yield many choice wine 
grapes. There was little frost or coulure. 
About Concord awtny vineyards are being 


planted as well as in other parts of the 
county. 
Little y-xcess of crop over last year is cx- 
l-ected in .Santa Cruz county, as last season 
was'«he best the couuty has ever known. 
Owrfug to the coulure the Muscat yield will 
be light. Favorable reports of small vine­ 
yards. come from Shasta. 
In the section about Dixon, Solans 
county, not over 60 per cent, of last year’s 
crop is expected. Frost did more damage 
than anything else. 
In Lake county most Zinfandels w ill 
bear heavily, while Keislings will not 
yield over one-tliird of a crop. 
In San Benito county there will be about 
twenty thousand gallons of w ine made this 
fall. There was no fro-t or disease. The 
few vineyards are very prolific, aud more 
arc being planted. 


PLAYING FARO FOR LIBERTY. 
How a Gam bler Yictlnii/eil a Sheriff Who 
Hatl st W eakness for Faro. 
“ 1 have heard of queer stakes in my 
time,’ remarked a Pacific coast man to a 
New York Sum correspondent, “ but I 
think 1 can discount anything of the sort 
in my own experience. 1 was playing 
cards in Georgia some years ago, and l>e- 
camc involved in a dispute with a native 
that sent him to-the hospital and me to the 
jail. There was a strong prejudice against 
gamblers in the vicinity, and my lawyer 
told me I was in a very tight fix. 1 made 
the best of the situation and managed to 
get on good terms with the Sheriff—a 
typical Georgian, and, by the way, a pretty- 
good fellow. One day I discovered by ac­ 
cident that lie was a great faro bank fiend. 
It seems that he had been quite wealthy at 
one time, hut had lost about all his pro)i- 
erty against the game, and would walk ten 
miles through a swamp to get to play. 
That just siuted me. 1 chalked out a lay­ 
out on my cell floor, got an old deck of 
cards and dealt faro for him. We used 
buttons for chips, and lie would squat out­ 
side my grated door and tell me where to 
place his bets. *In a few days I had all his 
ready cash. Then lie sold a mule and lost 
that. It is too tedious to tell it in detail, 
but head by head his stock all vanished. 
Then he put up his watch and chain and a 
suit of clothes. I won them and made him 
poke them in through the grates. In a 
week my cell looked like a country store. 
I had boots, hams, a pair of scales, all the 
Sherifi’s office stationery, a barrel of flour, 
a saddle and a feather Ik-1. At last he 
came in and said: 
“ ‘John, I’ll tell you what I'll do. Y'ou 
have won every thing I can move except 
the kills and old woman; and now I'll play 
a game of seven up for all I've lost against 
your liberty.’ 
“ ‘ 1 t’s a go.’ 
“ We played through the grates.. 1 tell 
you it was exciting. It was ueck or noth­ 
ing with me, and you could hear the old 
Shcrifi breathe clear over in the next lot. 
\\ e got six apiece and it came my deal. 1 
turned a jack. 
'“ That puts you out,’ said the Sheriff, 
unlocking the door. ‘ Now get out.’ 
“ He claimed that the conditions of the 
game didn’t bar him from taking a shot at 
me, and as I went over the fence he let oft 
a young cannon in my direction. I guess, 
though, that that last jack made him ner­ 
vous, for the load went over my head and 
crippled a darkey in a corn-field. I did 
not stop to inquire how badly lie was hurt.” 
Gen. G rant on the T erm s at V icksburg. 
In the August Century is printed for the 
first time a letter by General Grant on the 
above topic, from which the following is au 
extract : 
General Pemberton, lieing a Northern 
man commanding a {southern army, was 
uot at the sauie liberty to surrender an 
army that a man of Southern birth would 
be. In adversity or defeat he became an 
object of suspicion, and felt it. Bowen 
was a Southern man all over, and knew the 
garrison at Vicksburg liad to surrender or 
he captured, and knew it was best to stop 
further effusion of blood by surrendering, 
lie did all he could to bring about that re­ 
sult. Pemberton is mistaken in several 
points. It was Bowen that proposed that 
he and A. J. Smith should talk over the 
matter of the surrender and submit their 
views. 
Neither Pemberton nor 1 ob­ 
jected ; but we were not willing to commit 
ourselves to accepting sucli terms as they 
might propose. In-a short time those offi­ 
cers returned. 
Bowen acted as spokes­ 
man. 
\Y hat he said was substantially 
this : The Confederate army was to be per­ 
mitted to march out with the honors of 
war, carrying with them their arms,col­ 
ors and field batteries. The National 
troops were then to march in and occupy 
the city, and retain the -leyi .mis, small 
arms not in the hands of ¡he : . n, all pub­ 
lic property remaining, of course, I re­ 
jected the terms at once. 1 did agree, 
however, before we separan 1, to write 
Pemberton what terms I would give. The 
correspondence is public and si>eaks for 
itself. I held no council of war. Hostili­ 
ties having ceased, officers and men soon 
became acquainted with the reason why. 
Curiosity led officers of rank—most all the 
general officers—to visit my litad quarters 
with the hope oí getting some news. 1 
talked with them very freely about the 
meeting between General Pemberton and 
myself, our correspondence, etc. But in 
no sense was it a council of war. 1 was 
very glad to give the garrison of Vicksburg 
the terms I did. There was a carti 1 in 
existence at that time which required 
either party to exchange or parole all pris­ 
oners either at \ icksburg or at a point on 
the James river within ten days after cap­ 
ture or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
lliis would have used all the transporta­ 
tion we had for a month. The men had 
behaved so well that I did not want to hu­ 
miliate them. 1 believed that considera­ 
tion for their feelings would make them 
less dangerous foes during the continuance 
of hostilities, and liettcr citizens after the 
war wasover.

The “people beyond the ordinary school 
j>eriod ’ need assistance aud direction in 
tiie pursuit of knowledge. Age docs not 
necessarily- give discrimination. Those 
who do know- should aio those who do not 
know what people should read and how 
they should read. 
Reading circles give opportunity to 
those who cannot, or who think that they 
cannot, attempt thorough study. If thev 
once taste good literature and test their 
own capacity to appreciate and profit by it, 
under a system which requires nothing'but 
“reading." they will lie more likely to ad­ 
dress themselves to the severer tasks of 
study. 
Reading circles, through the power of 
association, will promote enthusiasm in 
intellectual and literary pursuits, increase 
l«)pular interest in local coursosaf scientific 
and literary lectures, lead to great care in 
selecting the IhkAn which find a place in 
the house, tone up conversation, elevate 
the standard of household decoration, and 
in many ways improve the social standing 
of the family. 
Reading circles may embrace a w*ide 
range of literature, and thus bring within 
the reach of “ the jieople ” the world of 
the learned, with its visions, pleasures and 
inspirations. Reading circles may be or­ 
ganized to pursue courses in art, travel, 
history, current news, and all other sub­ 
jects which are involved in a broad culture 
and in wholesome living.—Rer. J. //. 17,i 
cent, LL.D.

The (Question of W ashing B utter- 
A lteruation ol' Sex in C attle— 
O ther Topics of Interest. 


WASHING BUTTER. 
The custom of stopping the churn when 
the butter i* in a granular form is fast be­ 
coming universal. The precise point of 
stoppage varies with different dairy men. 
Some say that if the granules of butter are 
larger than m"stard-s«-od or bird-shot, the 
salting will be found even, mid that under 
a microscope the butter will show the 
granules unbroken and white in their cen­ 
ters ; hut when as fine as mustard-seed, this 
appearance is not observed. Others insist 
on larger granules, up to the size of plump 
wheat kernels. Of course they will not all 
be of the same size, but average in general 
appearance the size indicated. 
When the cream first breaks and be­ 
comes more fluid, indicated by a swashing 
sound, and better by the appearance of 
small particles of butter, the churn should 
be stopped for the purpose of rins­ 
ing tlit- cover and all sides with cold water. 
The water ought to have as low a temper­ 
ature as 48° or 50° Fahrenheit, that it may 
serve the purpose of reducing the temper­ 
ature of the granulated butter to 55° or so, 
as well as rinse down any unchurned par­ 
ticles of cream. This will prevent the 
granules from adhering to each other, or 
becoming smashed and broken by careful 
handling. After the rinsing, revolve the 
churn until the granules have assumed the 
desired size. 
There is sometimes trouble about get­ 
ting the butter to clcarlv separate from the 
buttermilk at this point. This occasions 
difficulty- in drawing off the buttermilk, 
which takes the butter along with it. 
Much, however, depends on the size of 
the stream drawn, a large one causing 
more draft. But it is claimed that a hand­ 
ful or two of salt, according to the size of 
the churning, thrown iuto the churn, the 
churn then being slightly agitated so as to 
dissolve and mix the salt with the butter­ 
milk, causes a free separation of the but­ 
ter from the buttermilk at once. This 
may he due to the fact thut the salt coag­ 
ulates the small amount of albumen in 
the cream. Where this is not in excess, 
probably there is no trouble in getting the 
butler to separate and float on the surface 
of the buttermilk, as it should. But if 
any butter runs off with the buttermilk, 
and the latter is drawn off' into a clean 
vessel, there i.; little trouble in skimming 
it off and returning it to the mass. Be­ 
sides, the drawing off of buttermilk may­ 
be done through a strainer. All these 
small difficulties, over which some people 
appear to stumble so badly, might be over­ 
come by thepxercisc of a little judgment 
when they arise. 
After the buttermilk is drawn, pour into 
the churn enough cold water to nicely 
float the butter, agitate the churn gently, 
and then draw off the water. Repeat this 
operation until the water runs clear. A 
great many dairymen give one washing in 
weak brine. This can lie done without 
trouble by throwing salt into the churn. 
Considerable is said about the effects of 
washing butter. 
Some contend that it 
washes out the sugar and other ingredi­ 
ents which they consider valuable. This 
is plainly- a mistake. Only caseous aud 
foreign matters are washed out, the water 
attacking none of the fats or oils. What­ 
ever will wash out ought to he washed 
out, including the sugar, which is a had 
element in either butter or cheese. In 
the latter, it very soon turns to acid, and 
in cream mnch soured it has already 
turned to acid before churning. If it is 
not, depend upon it the sugar is such an 
mi.stable article that it will not remain 
in the form of sugar. It will soon break 
up and its elements will form new chemi­ 
cal combinations. Hence it is folly to add 
sugar to butter, as some do, for they add 
an ingredient that is soon going to injure 
the quality of their product. 
Washing 
butter only frees it from foreign and de­ 
composing elements, and lienee does it 
good. The water, of course, should al­ 
ways be pure.—Cor. Prairie Parmer. 
ALTERNATXON-OF-SEX THEORY, 
writer upon this subject in the J'nti 
Farmer says: No argument is needed 
show that if a system can he pursued in 
stock-raising by which the owners may 
control the sex of the increase of their 
herds, such a system will be of immense 
value. Theories having this sox-eontrol- 
ling end in view have been promulgated 
from time to time during late years, but no 
system hitherto advanced has proved to he 
sufficiently well-grounded in the principles 
of nature to obtain a footing. In the Lon­ 
don Live-stock Journal of June 10th, an 
English short-horn breeder, A.T.Matthews, 
announces the results of a series of careful 
experiments, involving twenty births of 
calves. His experiments were undertaken 
and systematically followed up to test the 
theory that a cow mated at her first heat 
after calving will bring forth a calf of op­ 
posite sex to that of its immediate prede­ 
cessor ; if mated at her second’heat, the 
calf will be of the same sex as its last pre­ 
decessor ; if mated at the third heat, the 
calf will be of the same sex as if mated at 
first heat; if mated at fourth heat, op[ 
site sex will result, aud so on. He hr 
twenty- short-horn cows with great care, 
and a tabulated statement of the results 
shows that in nineteen cases out of twenty 
the calves were of the sex to be expected 
by this theory. He reports the one excep­ 
tion as probably the result of oversight. 
The theory is not new in this country. 
John R. Stuyvesant, of Poughkeepsie, New 
A ork, presented it several years ago. Says 
Miles, in “ Stock Breeding:” The theory 
is based on two assumptions, viz: First, 
that the sex of the offspring depends en­ 
tirely upon the female; and second, that 
every alternate egg or ovum is of the same 
sex. The first assumption is far from be­ 
ing proven, as eases have been citc-d where 
a greater proportion of the get of certain 
stallions were females, or males, while the 
same mares put to other stallions would 
not produce more of one sex than another. 
Mention is made of a man in Ireland who 
was the youngest of forty successive sons of 
one father by three successive wives. The 
variableness of the sexes in plural births 
seems to contradict the aiternation-of-sex 
theory. “ Ckurchill,” savs- Miles, “ re- 
iKirts eleven cases of four children at one 
birth, of which four were boys in three 
cases; four girls in two cases; three boys 
and one girl in three cases; two boys and 
two girls in one case ; one boy and" three 
girls in two cases.” It is often noticed that 
nearly or quite all of maximum litters of 
pigs are of only one sex. While the ox- 
t>criment above mentioned is worthy of 
recognition, and the theory not entirely 
without reason for further attention, vet 
the facts presented are too limited, in the 
fate of other facts, to be taken as conclu­ 
sive. Careful experiments in stock breed­ 
ing might be carried ou very profitably. 
Negative facts could at least be produced, 
should no correct principle of action ever 
lie found. 
FRUIT DRYING. 
(¿eorge \\ . Meade A Co. have dried and 
are now packing for market one million 
pounds of apricots at their immense dry­ 
ing and packing liou.se in this city. 
Peaches are now coming in quite freely, 
and a full force of hands will be engaged 
in the process of drying this fruit next 
week. The manager, Mr. Schramm, es­ 
timates the amount of dried peaches to be 
handled by this firm at from 800 to 1.000 
tons, or from 1,600,000. to 2,000,000 pounds. 
After the peach-drying season is over the 
raisins will demand the whole attention 
of the firm. They packed 75,000 twenty- 
l«ouud boxes of raisins last year, and as­ 
sure us that they will put up 200,000 boxes, 
or 4.000,000 pounds, this season. Fresno 
will take lu-r proper place this season in 
the rank of fruit-producing counties—at 
the head.— Fresno Republican. 
SEX IN EGGS. 
A correspondent of the London Journal 
of Horticulture says in reference to this 
question: Last winter an old poultry- 
keeper told me he could distinguish the 
sex in eggs. I laughed at him, and was 
nooe the lets skeptical when he told me the 
following secret: Eggs with the air blad- 
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deron the center of the crown of the egg 
will produce cockerels; those with the 
bladder on one side will produce pullets. 
The old man was so certain of the truth of 
this dogma, and his poultry yard so far 
confirmed it, that I determined to make 
experiments on it this year. I have done 
so, registering the egg bladder vertióle, or 
bladder on one side, rejecting all in which 
it was not one or the other, as in some it is 
only very slightly out of center. The fol­ 
lowing is the result: Fifty-eight chicks 
were hatched, three are dead, eleven are 
yet too young to decide upon their sex ; of 
the remaining forty-four, every one has 
turned out to lie true to the old man’s 
theory. This, of course, may la* due to an 
accidental coincidence, but I shall certainly 
try the exjierimenl again. 
SHORT WINE OIOPS ABROAD. 
Reliable reports from France, Germany 
and Italy state that the prospects for this 
year’s grape crop in in those countries is 
very unfavorable. 
Frost, cold and wet 
weather during the blooming time, and 
mildew, and other blights have ruined 
nearly half the crop. The result of this 
will be an advance in California wines, 
aud the man who holds his wine over 
and lias a first-class two-year 
old 
article to offer will command a good 
figure for his wine. Many wine men in 
Napa valley are taking tiiis advice and 
preparing to hold their wine till next year. 
It is a pity that all do not do so. It would 
Is- the making of the valley if they did. 
—St. Helena Independent. 
PRUNING, GRAFTING, ETC. 
if a skilled horticulturist wishes to con­ 
fer a blessing upon the- rising generation, 
we believe it would be a good idea for a 
practical one to give lessons in pruning, 
grafting, cultivation, etc. It looks rea­ 
sonable to suppose that a large class 
could be formed for sueli instruction, 
provided the terms were not too 
high. It would l>e a much better invest­ 
ment for many of the voting men to 
make with their money than anything 
we can call to mind just now, as skilled 
labor in that line will bo more in demand 
with eacli recurring year.—Napa Rtporkr.

Yuba and Sutter yet, and is entirely 
absent from most orchards. In localities 
where it appears it allects apricot, peach 
plum and cherry s. 
_ Concerning the Nevada Citv dispatch to 
the Examiner, setting forth that work had 
been stopped in tin Milton Mine, and that 
no hydraulic monitor has been used there 
for years, and that only bedrock cleaning 
has been carried on. < E. Scxey, President 
of the Anti-Debris Association’ writes the 
Appeal that the Mdton Company, instead 
of using a monitor, have run the water 
through an open six-inch pipe, under 
pressure, throwing water against the bank 
and using from 300 to-600 inches.

A communication is also printed 
which was written by Consul Lewis, suc­ 
cessor to Mathews, and iu this Lewis gives 
extracts from the State Department in­ 
structions to Mathews. The m atter refers 
to the imprisonment of native Moors for 
debt upon the complaints of persons enjoy­ 
ing the protection of the American tlag. 
In the State Department communication 
Mathews wa3 instructed as follows : 
“ By the union of firmness and modera­ 
tion persons and interests of American 
citizens and their proteges cau be ade­ 
quately protected without resorting to or 
giving occasion for harsh measures that 
are characteristic of Moorish judicial preju­ 
dices, which areabhorrent to the sentiment 
of Christian nations. The blind injustice 
and inhum an cruelty with which debtors 
are treated in Moorish Courts is one of the 
crying evils of the day, and, while you are 
encouraged and enjoined to shield our citi­ 
zens ami proteges from the dungeon and 
the lash, you are also instructed, in the in­ 
terest of hum anity and civilization not to 
adopt or countenance any method of col­ 
lecting debts due them by which tbe debtor 
will be imprisoned or * subjected to any 
manner of capital punishment.” 
The Times also prints the following letter 
front the Governor of Carache to Lewis : 
In reference to the accuracy ot the 
charges concerning this class of imprison­ 
ment, you command the immediate release 
of all those who are imprisoned in this 
district on account of American claims. 
You also command me not to 
accept 
against an American protege any American 
claims. You also command me not to ac­ 
cept us an American protege an vone unless 
1 have been duly notified by you that he is 
such. You have also told me that heuce 
forth no man shall be Hogged or im pris­ 
oned for debt to an American citizen or 
protege, but be treated according to the law 
of the land. I have understood all this, 
have released everyone in prison on ac 
count of American debts, as you told me. 
A ll Mohammedan people are’rejoicing and 
thanking you, and asking God to give you 
good recompense for releasing the poor, 
miserable captives.”

To the date of his departure from 
office there was never a day when he might 
not have released them. ’ They could not 
have been imprisoned against his wishes, 
and the order forbidding him to countenance 
imprisonment for debt, which we have 
quoted, was left for his predecessor to ex­ 
ecute. But, while more than thirty have 
been released, i.ewis does not know how 
many are yet to be freed. It is indeed a 
sad condition of affairs, as he sava, “ to 
know that there are men imprisoned’whom 
I cannot release, because I know nothing of 
them, save that America is responsible for 
their misery.” ’• On the whole," savs the 
Times, “ we think it will be admitted that 
the people of the United States have no 
cause to regret the removal of Colonel 
Mathews, and the appointment of Mr. 
Lewis.”

S u ccessfu l T est o f mu E lectric M otor on a 
C om m on Street Car.

G. Herbert Condict, of San Francisco, yes­ 
terday conducted successful experiments 
with electric motors here. 
An electric 
motor car was run from the shops of the 
W harton Switch Company, at Twenty- 
third and Cbiistian streets, through Twen­ 
ty-second, Spruce and Third streets to the 
Merchants’ Exchange at Third and W al­ 
nut, and back, over the tracks of the Spruce 
and I'ine street line, to Gray's ferry, and 
thence to the starting p'>§it. The single 
exertion required was to slow down so as 
to keep at a proper distance from the regu­ 
lar horse-cars of the line. The car was un­ 
der perfect control. Condict controlled the 
circuit wheel and brake personally. The 
vehicle was an old hnrse-rar. The electric 
batteries and cells, 84 in number, which 
furnished the power, were stowed out of 
sight under the ordinary seats of the car. 
There were 42 cells on each side, each cell 
weighing 41 pounds. Before taking the 
car on the street it was run around to test 
the track in the shop-yard of the Wharton 
Switch Company, rounding tt curve of 43 
feet radius anil up an incline or grade of 
five feet in 100, or about 255 feet to the 
mile, without any noticeable change in the 
speed of the car, any more than if on a 
straight and level track.

The change was, of necessity, 
very great. 
A t least one hundred houses 
—rum-shops—were to he closed, and nearly 
five hundred men—rum-sellers—turned out 
of employment. The eitv was to lose a rev­ 
enue from the sale of liquor of not less 
than $40,000. 
Millions of trade would lie 
turned away front the c ity ; 
business 
houses, especially rum-shops, would be left 
unrented ; trade, in all departments, would 
be sadly crippled ; taxes greatly increased, 
and with all this the sale of liquor could 
not be prohibited. 
Now, after a trial of twelve months, it 
is found that prohibition can prohibit. 
Drinking hx* diminished 80 per cent.; tax­ 
able projiertv has increased $2,000,000; 
t:ixcs have not increased ; every branch of 
husisness, except rum-selling, has largely 
increased, and some five thousand have 
been added to the population of the city. 
The public schools are better attended, 
anil the children better clothed and pro­ 
vided with books; the attendance on Sun 
day-schools and churches has greatly in- 
creaaed, and some two thousand converts 
have been added to the churches; and all 
this in one year. 
They tell us that the criminal docket, 
which formerly took the Courts two weeks 
to clear up, is now disposed of in two days. 
There is nothing left of the chain-gang on 
the streets except the chains and halls; 
the city requires a largely decreased police 
force to govern it, and Atlanta was never 
so prosperous as now.— Boston lUitnzss.
